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Alumni  Executive  Council  Meeting 
Secretary  s  Minutes 

Saturday,  October  12,  1968 
Cogswell  Hall  Auditorium 

The  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council  of  The  General  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation of  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  was  held  on  Saturday,  Oc- 
tober 12,  in  Cogswell  Hall  Auditorium  at  9:30  a.m.  with  the  President, 
Arthur  F.  Nicholson,  presiding. 

At  Dr.  Nicholson's  request.  Miss  Catharine  Taylor  read  the  minutes 
of  the  May  1968  Executive  Council  Meeting.  There  were  no  corrections 
and  it  was  moved  by  Miss  Helen  Brennan  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  H.  E. 
Sanford  that  the  minutes  as  printed  in  the  June  1968  bulletin  and  read 
by  Miss  Taylor  be  approved. 

Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt,  President  of  the  University,  spoke  to  the  members 
of  the  association.  He  stated  that  he  has  enjoyed  twenty  wonderful  years 
at  Indiana  and  thanked  the  alumni  association  for  sponsoring  the  testi- 
monial dinner  on  October  1  1  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Pratt  and  himself.  Dr. 
Pratt  spoke  of  Dr.  W.  W.  Hassler  as  a  loyal  friend  and  an  excellent  ad- 
ministrator and  stated  that  he  was  most  pleased  to  have  such  a  fine 
gentleman  and  educator  succeed  him. 

Dr.  Nicholson  stated  that  Dr.  Pratt,  after  his  retirement  in  December 
1968,  would  devote  some  of  his  time  to  work  in  alumni  affairs  and  the 
University  Foundation.  President  Nicholson  also  stated  that  he  looks  for- 
ward to  the  time  when  the  Pratt  alumni  (those  who  graduated  1949- 
1969)  will  become  an  active  part  of  the  General  Alumni  Association 
since  more  men  and  women  have  graduated  during  the  period  1949- 
1969  than  all  the  years  previously. 

Dr.  Nicholson  introduced  Dr.  William  W.  Hassler,  Dean  of  the  School 
of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  President  Elect  of  the  University.  President 
Nicholson  stated  he  felt  that  the  selection  committee  and  Board  of  Trus- 
tees had  chosen  wisely.  Dr.  Hassler  Informed  the  group  that  all  members 
of  his  family,  including  his  wife,  have  attended  or  are  presently  enrolled 
at  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania.  He  said  he  is  looking  forward  to 
a  much  closer  relationship  with  those  associated  with  the  University  and 
that  he  is  honored  to  succeed  Dr.  Pratt. 

Miss  Mary  L.  Esch  presented  the  Treasurer's  Report  after  which  Mrs. 
Ward  Johnson  presented  a  report  on  the  Annual  Giving  Fund.  These  re- 
ports follow  in  the  Financial  Statements. 

Mr.  Lawrence  D.  Bergman  reported  on  the  University  Foundation  and 
credited  Dr.  Pratt  and  Dr.  Charles  D.  Leach  for  having  set  up  the  machin- 
ery and  completing  the  paper  work.  The  Foundation  acts  as  an  agent  for 
the  University  to  purchase,  to  receive,  and  to  acquire  real  and  personal 
property  of  any  kind;  helps  in  the  acquisition  of  equipment,  gives  aid  to 
students,  and,  in  the  future,  plans  to  give  a  superior  teaching  award, 
support  faculty  research,  curriculum  innovations,  and  aid  in  financing  the 
president's  activities. 
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At  this  time  Mrs.  Ward  Johnson  made  the  motion  that  the  Alumni 
Association  present  $7,000.00  to  the  University  Foundation.  Motion  sec- 
onded by  Miss  Angie  Marshall  and  passed. 

Dr.  Nicholson  informed  the  group  that  the  General  Alumni  Associa- 
tion, as  of  the  day,  October  12,  1968,  will  have  given  $16,000.00  to  the 
University  Foundation.  He  said  that  a  compatible  system  such  as  the 
General  Alumni  Association  and  University  Foundation  work  hand-in- 
hand. 

Mr.  Samuel  F.  Furgiuele  reported  that  three  workshops  to  be  spon- 
sored by  the  Council  of  Alumni  Associations  would  be  held  at  Slippery 
Rock  on  October  19,  Lock  Haven  on  November  2,  and  Millersville  on 
November  16.  He  stated  that  each  workshop  would  begin  at  12:30  p.m. 
with  a  luncheon  meeting  and  terminate  with  a  dinner  meeting  at  6:30 
p.m.  and  guest  speakers  would  come  from  several  colleges  and  the 
American  Alumni  Council.  He  stated  that  the  following  topics  would  be 
discussed  by  experts  in  the  fields:  fund  raising,  budgets,  publications  and 
communications,  and  alumni  programs  and  services.  Mr.  Furgiuele,  Chair- 
man of  the  workshops,  requested  that  all  participants  register  not  later 
than  Wednesday  of  the  week  of  the  workshop. 

Upon  President  Nicholson's  suggestion,  the  motion  was  made  by 
Mrs.  Mary  S.  Kellar  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Ward  Johnson  that  the  asso- 
ciation finance  expenses  of  those  attending  the  workshops  in  total  num- 
ber up  to  $250.00  for  meals  and  transportation. 

Dr.  Nicholson  called  for  the  nomination  of  two  members  of  the  nom- 
inating committee  which  will  prepare  a  slate  of  officers  for  the  biennium 
1969-71  and  will  be  presented  at  the  May  1969  meeting.  Mrs.  Nelle 
Chaplin  and  Miss  Nancy  Myers  were  duly  elected  to  serve  on  the  nom- 
inating committee  and  the  secretary.  Miss  Paula  Jerto,  cast  the  unani- 
mous ballot  as  requested  by  Dr.  Nicholson. 

Dr.  Nicholson  expressed  his  sincere  appreciation  to  all  those  who 
participated  in  the  testimonial  dinner  for  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Pratt  and  stated 
that  they  were  pleased  with  the  gifts — a  colored  television  and  a  gift 
certificate  for  a  painting  of  their  choice. 

Mr.  Furgiuele  suggested  the  publication  of  a  testimonial  bulletin  of 
some  28  to  32  pages  on  Dr.  Pratt's  accomplishments.  It  was  moved  by 
Miss  Dorothy  Ramale  and  seconded  by  Miss  Helen  Brennan  that  we  ask 
Mr.  Samuel  F.  Furgiuele  to  prepare  the  testimonial  bulletin  in  honor  of 
Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt,  the  number  of  copies  to  be  distributed  to  be  decided 
upon  at  a  later  date. 

After  a  brief  report  on  ASCO,  Dr.  Nicholson  said  that  it  is  in  our 
best  interest  to  continue  our  membership  in  ASCO  and  thanked  Mr.  Sam- 
uel Furgiuele  for  representing  the  association  in  ASCO  and  the  Alumni 
Council. 

Following  the  announcement  by  Dr.  Nicholson  of  the  events  to  take 
place  the  remainder  of  the  day,  Mr.  Furgiuele  made  the  motion  that  we 
adjourn  and  Dr.  Nicholson  adjourned  the  meeting  at  1 1 :00  a.m.

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Alumni  Executive  Council  Meeting 
Secretary  s  Minutes 

Friday,  May  23,  1969,  Cogswell  Hall  Auditorium 

The  spring  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  General  Alumni 
Association  of  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  v/as  held  on  Friday, 
May  23,  1969,  in  Cogswell  Hall  Auditorium  at  7:30  p.m.  The  President, 
Dr.  Arthur  F.  Nicholson,  presided  and  extended  greetings. 

Copies  of  the  minutes  of  the  October  12,  1968  Executive  Council 
Meeting  were  distributed.  It  was  moved  by  hAr.  William  Ream  and 
seconded  by  Mrs.  Bessie  Wherry  Noe  that  the  minutes  stand  approved 
as  written. 

Miss  Mary  L.  Esch  gave  the  financial  report  of  the  general  operating 
account  after  which  Mrs.  Ward  Johnson  presented  the  Annual  Giving 
Fund  report.  Both  of  these  reports  appear  in  the  Financial  Statement. 
Miss  Esch  also  reported  on  the  Ackerman,  Leonard,  and  Sanford  Loan 
Funds  as  submitted  by  the  Director  of  Financial  Aid.  Motion  to  approve 
the  reports  read  by  Miss  Esch  and  Mrs.  Johnson  was  made  by  Miss 
Helen  Brennan  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Adele  Bauer. 

Mrs.  Johnson  made  a  motion  seconded  by  Mrs.  Sanford  that  the 
Alumni  Association  give  an  additional  gift  of  $9,000  from  the  Annual 
Giving  Fund  to  the  Foundation  for  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania 
on  July  1,  1969.  At  this  time,  the  association  will  have  given  outright 
gifts  totaling  $25,000  to  the  Foundation. 

Mr.  Furgiuele  stated  that  he  has  changed  the  format  for  the  alumni 
bulletins  and  that  news  items  pertinent  to  individuals  will  appear  under 
the  particular  class  year  in  which  the  person  was  graduated;  he  believes 
this  will  make  a  better  bulletin.  He  also  announced  that  the  minutes  of 
the  Executive  Council  Meeting  held  October  1968,  the  list  of  contributors 
to  the  Annual  Giving  Fund  for  1967-68,  and  the  minutes  of  the  May 
1969  meetings  will  be  published  in  the  next  issue  of  the  Alumni  News 
Bulletin  which  he  hopes  to  have  available  in  July. 

Mr.  Furgiuele  also  reported  on  the  Millersville  Workshop.  He  stated 
that  perhaps  another  will  be  planned  hopefully  in  the  central  part  of 
the  state  and  that  it  would  be  most  beneficial  to  attend  the  workshop 
where  topics  for  discussion  will  be  fund  raising  and  organization  of 
alumni  associations.  Key  speakers  will  be  experts  in  these  fields. 

Mr.  Lawrence  D.  Bergman,  Executive  Director  of  the  University 
Foundation  and  a  1946  graduate  of  Indiana,  reported  on  the  University 
Foundation.  He  stated  that  the  Foundation  will  no  longer  operate  from 
the  office  of  the  Director  of  University  Development  but  directly  from 
the  office  of  the  President.  Mr.  Bergman  thanked  alumni  for  their  con- 
tinued support  and   reported  on   some  uses  that  had   been   made  of  the 
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fund:  for  parking  lot;  educational  television  station;  research  council; 
institute  for  the  disadvantaged;  distinguished  teaching  award;  distin- 
guished scholarship  award;  fellowship  grants;  chemistry  research;  as- 
sisting a  foreign  student;  purchase  of  hearing  equipment;  and  materials 
for  the  Learning  Research  Center. 

Mrs.  Nellie  Chaplin  presented  the  following  slate  of  officers  for 
the  1969-1971  laiennium:

Dr.  Nicholson  called  for  other  business.  Unit  reports  were  given  by 
representatives  from  the  District  of  Columbia,  Indiana,  Johnstown,  New 
York,  Tri-Township,  Pittsburgh,  Pittsburgh  North  Boros,  and  Indiana 
University  Campus  Alumni  Units. 

Dr.  Nicholson  announced  the  Alumni  Day  program  for  Saturday, 
May  24. 

President  Nicholson  spoke  of  Project  70s.  He  said  change  is  inevi- 
table and  it  will  happen.  He  stated  that  many  changes  occurred  in  Dr. 
Pratt's  20  year  administration  and  many  additional  changes  will  occur  in 
Dr.  Hassler's.  He  stated  that  alumni  help  affect  change  and  support  good 
leadership.  He  also  reported  that  the  form  of  the  alumni  association 
will  no  doubt  change  and  that  the  alumni  should  be  considering  structural 
changes  such  as  a  staff  appointed  Director  of  Alumni  Affairs  which 
may  occur  within  the  next  year  or  so.  He  also  commented  that  the  change 
in  'personnel  would  require  the  seal  of  approval  from  our  active  alumni 
and  it  would  be  most  important  to  have  the  support  of  loyal  alumni. 

President  Nicholson  expressed  his  sincere  appreciation  in  serving 
four  years  as  president  of  the  association  and  stated  that  excellent 
leaders  preceded  his  reign  and  that  his  successor  also  has  excellent 
leadership  qualities.  Dr.  Nicholson  said  the  president  is  only  as  good  as 
the  people  allow  him  to  be  and  it  helps  to  know  there  are  people  who 
can  be  counted  on  for  support.  He  thanked  all  for  their  support  on 
behalf  of  the  university  and  himself  and  stated  that  although  he  and 
others  would  like  to  give  more,  everyone  has  his  limitations  in  time  and 
energy.  He  said  we  have  a  good  school,  good  leadership,  good  students, 
and   a   democratic   spirit   prevails. 

Mrs.  Sanford  expressed  her  personal  appreciation  and  that  of  the 
association  for  Dr.  Nicholson's  fine  efforts  and  work  in  the  last  four 
years.  The  council  expressed  its  appreciation  by  a  rising  vote  of  thanks. 

At  9:20  p.m.  on  motion  made  by  Mrs.  Anna  F.  Wright,  seconded 
by  Mrs.  Word  Johnson,  the  meeting  was  adjourned.

Saturday,  May  24,  1 969,  Fisher  Auditorium 

The  meeting  of  fhe  General  Alumni  Association  of  Indiana  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  was  held  on  Saturday,  May  24,  in  Fisher  Audi- 
torium at  10:00  a.m.  with  the  President,  Arthur  F.  Nicholson,  presiding 
and  extending  greetings. 

Miss  Paula  Jerto  read  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Council  Meeting 
held  in  Cogswell  Hall  Auditorium,  May  23,  1969,  at  7:30  p.m.  Mr.  Roy 
Ankeny  moved  the  acceptance  of  the  minutes  seconded  by  Mrs.  Anna  F. 
Wright  and  passed. 

Dr.  Hassier  greeted  alumni  and  expressed  his  sincere  appreciation 
for  their  support.  He  also  paid  tribute  to  his  "illustrious  predecessor," 
Chancellor  Emeritus,  Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt.  President  Hassier  stated  that  we 
have  had  only  a  minimum  of  tension  on  the  campus  and  no  disorder.  He 
said  that  not  long  ago  the  statement  was  made  that  three  qualifications 
of  a  college  president  in  this  day  and  age  are:  "  ( 1  )  he  must  be  a  person 
with  thick  hide;  (2)  able  to  live  in  a  fort,  and  (3)  be  on  good  terms 
with  the  police."  Dr.  Hassier  stated  that  it  had  not  been  necessary  for 
him  to  be  in  this  category  and  that  the  students  deserve  the  praise. 
He  said  that  there  must  be  peace  to  make  academic  and  physical 
progress.  Dr.  Hassier  announced  that  he  is  developing  a  comprehensive 
project  involving  ail  segments  of  the  University.  The  undertaking,  to  be 
known  as  "Project  70s",  will  determine  the  role  which  the  University 
is  to  play  in  the  coming  decade  and  added  that  the  combined  efforts  of 
the  University  and  the  Alumni  Association  would  be  most  beneficial  to  all. 

Mrs.  Bessie  Wherry  Noe  of  the  New  York  City  Alumni  Unit  presented 
to  Dr.  Nicholson  a  copy  of  the  book,  "Fifty  American  Artists,"  authored 
by  Dr.  Margaret  McDonald  Phillips.  This  book  is  to  be  placed  in  the 
fine  arts  section  of  the  Stabley  Library  on  the  university  campus. 

Dr.  Pratt  thanked  alumni  for  their  support  during  his  20  years  as 
president  and  urged  the  association  to  continue  in  like  manner  during 
Dr.  Hassler's  administration.  Dr.  Pratt  announced  that  he  and  Mrs.  Pratt 
would  be  happy  to  have  alumni  call  at  their  home,  460  Ben  Franklin 
Road,  between  4  and  5  p.m.  to  view  the  painting  which  was  a  gift  of 
the  General  Alumni  Association. 

Dr.  Nicholson  commented  that  the  change  of  administration  at 
Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  during  1968-69  in  such  a  fine, 
friendly,  manner  in  this  day  of  student  unrest  and  countless  demonstra- 
tions in  institutions  of  higher  education  has  been  a  real  asset  for  which 
we  are  all  very  grateful. 

Miss  Mary  L.  Esch  presented  the  Treasurer's  Report  after  which  Mrs. 
Ward  Johnson  gave  the  Annual  Giving  Fund  report.  These  appear  in  the 
Financial  Statement.  Miss  Helen  Brennan  made  the  motion  seconded  by 
Miss  Angle  Marshall  that  we  accept  the  Annual  Giving  Fund  report  and 
on  July  1,  1969,  present  $9,000  to  the  Foundation  for  Indiana  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania. 


Mrs.  G.  G.  Hill,  Class  of  1919  and  Mrs.  Beatrice  Harvey,  Class  of 
1924,  escorted   the  Class  of   1969  into  the  auditorium   for  presentation 
for  membership  in  the  alumni  association.  In  her  remarks,  Mrs.  Hill  made 
special  note  of  what  the  letters  in  the  word  "alumni"  meant  to  her.- 
A — Anchor,  secure  and  safe 
L — Lirjielight,  prominent  position 
U — Understanding 
M — Be  a  magnet  and  attract  your  friends  to  the  University  and 

its  alumni  units 
N — Have  a  network  which  is  strong  and  serviceable 
I — Ingenuity,  cleverness  and  interlacing  threads  of  friendship 
and  intellectual  happiness 
Dr.  Nicholson  accepted  the  class  for  membership.  Mr.  Nicholas  Jacobs, 
President  of  the  Class,  accepted   membership  and  stated  that  the  Class 
of   1969  would  be  strong   supporters  of  the  alumni   association. 

The  report  of  the  nominating  committee  was   given   by  Mrs.   Nelle

Mr.   Roy  Ankeny  made  the  motion   seconded  by  Miss   Jeanine  DuFresne 
for  acceptance  of  the  report  of  the  nominating  committee.  Motion  passed 
and  the  Executive  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot. 

f  Mr.  Furgiuele  explained  the  change  in  the  format  for  the  bulletin — 
that  news  would  appear  according  to  class.  He  also  announced  that  the 
summer  issue  of  the  bulletin  should  be  available  for  distribution  in  July. 
He  added  that  graduating  students  should  keep  the  alumni  office  in- 
formed of  address  changes  and  send  news  items  to  us. 

President  Nicholson  reported  on  the  University  Foundation  and  the 
essential  things  it  is  doing  for  the  university  which  cannot  be  done  by 
the  State.  He  stated  that  an  organizational  device  controlled  locally 
permits  educational  forces  to  move  ahead  and  promote  quality  education. 
Dr.  Nicholson  recognized  reunion  classes,  retiring  officers  of  the 
association,  projects  chairman,  and  introduced  the  new  officers  for  the 
biennium  1969-1971. 

He  announced  the  alumni  luncheon  at  12:00  noon  after  which 
would  follow  the  dedication  of  the  Dr.  John  E.  Davis  Learning  Research 
Center  and  the  Dr.  Albert  R.  Pechan  Health  Center  on  Maple  Street, 
and  the  open  house  for  alumni  at  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Pratt's  from  4  to  5:00  p.m. 
President  Nicholson  thanked  all  those  who  attended  and  partici- 
pated. 

Upon  motion  duly  made  by  Mrs.  June  Sisley  Wauschek  and  seconded 
by  Miss  Olivia  Colder,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at   11:05  a.m.

DR.    NICHOLSON 


Dr.  Arthur  F.  Nicholson,  Dean 
of  the  School  of  Continuing  Edu- 
cation and  professor  of  English 
at  Indiana  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, was  awarded  the  16th  An- 
nual Citation  for  Distinguished 
Service  as  part  of  Alumni  Day  ac- 
tivities at  the  university  Saturday, 
May  24,  1969. 

Presented  by  the  General 
Alumni  Association  of  the  uni- 
versity during  day  long  activities 
which  attracted  hundreds  of 
alumni  to  the  Indiana  campus, 
this  Citation  was  awarded  to  Dr. 
Nicholson  for  his  outstanding 
service  to  education  over  the  past 
years. 

The  actual  Citation  states  that  the  Association  "is  privileged  to  con- 
fer upon  Dr.  Arthur  Freas  Nicholson  the  15th  Annual  Citation  for  Dis- 
tinguished Service  toward  the  attainment  of  the  high  ideals  and  stand- 
ards for  which  the  University  of  Indiana  stands." 

Dr.  Nicholson  has  served  Indiana  University  directly  at  two  different 
times,  first  as  professor  of  English  and  Director  of  Public  Relations  for 
15  years  from  1948  to  1963  and  now  currently  for  the  past  five  years 
since   1964. 

Returning  to  Indiana  in  1964  after  a  year  as  professor  of  English  at 
Shippensburg  State  College,  Dr.  Nicholson  served  as  Director  of  Cultural 
Affairs  and  Off  Campus  Centers  for  two  years  until  1966,  when  he  be- 
came Dean  of  the  School  of  Continuing  Education.  He  has  held  the  rank 
of  professor  for  the  five  years. 

Dr.  Nicholson  has  served  the  General  Alumni  Association  of  the  uni- 
versity as  its  president  for  the  past  five  years  since  1964  after  being  ac- 
tive in  a  variety  of  roles  in  the  association  down  through  the  years.  He 
was  editor  of  the  Alumni  News  Bulletin  for  16  years  from  1947  to  1963. 

In  his  position  as  Dean  of  the  School  of  Continuing  Education,  Dr. 
Nicholson  supervises  the  Punxsutawney  and  Armstrong  County  Centers 
of  the  university.  These  two  centers  have  grown  to  the  point  that  they 
now  enroll  a  tenth  of  lUP's  student  population  (some  800  students)  and 
faculty. 

Dr.  Nicholson  also  supervises  evening  school  classes  for  credit,  Satur- 
day Campus  classes  for  credit,  the  Community-University  Studies  series  of 
courses  for  townspeople  of  the  Indiana  area  community,  various  con- 
ferences, seminars,  extension  courses  and  cultural  affairs. 
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Elected  to  both  the  Board  of  Directors  and  executive  committee  of  the 
university  Foundation,  Dr.  Nicholson  served  as  chairman  of  the  General 
Alumni  Association  executive  committee  and  of  the  University  Senate 
Committee  on  Cultural  Affairs  and  Continuing  Education  and  is  a  member 
of  the  Senate  Committees  on  Academic  Standards  and  Curriculum. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  University-Community  Summer  Theater  Guild 
Committee,  having  been  business  and  information  director  for  the  Guild 
for  11  years  from  1952  to  1963.  Dr.  Nicholson  has  been  co-chairman 
of  the  Guild  Advisory  Committee  for  the  past  four  years  since  1965. 

City  editor  for  the  Indiana  Countian  weekly  newspaper  for  two  years 
1946-48  and  sports  editor  of  the  Indiana  Evening  Gazette  for  two  years 
before  that  1943-45,  Dr.  Nicholson  still  finds  time  to  act  as  occasional 
staff  writer  and  columnist  in  culture,  education  and  related  affairs  for 
the  Gazette. 

He  is  listed  in  Who's  Who  In  American  Education  and  Who's  Who  in 
Public  Relations  International  and  has  been  selected  to  Phi  Delta  Kappa 
honorary  fraternity  for  men  in  education.  Alpha  Phi  Gamma  honorary 
journalism  fraternity.  Kappa  Delta  Pi  honorary  education  fraternity.  Phi 
Sigma  Phi  education-social  fraternity  and  the  American  College  Quill 
Club. 

Dr.  Nicholson's  service  to  education  dates  back  31  years  to  1938  when 
he  became  a  teacher  of  English,  social  studies  and  geography  at  the  old 
Cherryhill  Township  Junior-Senior  High  of  Indiana  County  after  gradu- 
ating that  year  from  the  then  Indiana  State  Teachers  College  with  a 
bachelor  of  science  degree  with  majors  in  those  subjects. 

After  teaching  there  two  years,  he  taught  English,  again  for  two  years, 
at  Eichelberger  Senior  High  in  Hanover.  In  1942  Dr.  Nicholson  returned 
to''lndiana  to  teach  English  at  Indiana  High  for  six  years  through  1948, 
v/hen  he  came  to  the  college  campus. 

In  the  classroom  Dr.  Nicholson  has  taught  undergraduate  courses  in 
English  I  and  II  (once  known  as  Communication  I  and  II),  Advanced 
Composition,  General  Semantics,  Twentieth  Century  Drama,  Literature  I 
and  II  and  Journalistic  Writing  and,  on  the  graduate  level,  Tennyson 
and  Browning  and  General  Semantics. 

As  Director  of  Public  Relations,  Dr.  Nicholson  for  four  years  from  1959 
to  1963  conducted  a  radio  program  identified  as  "Conversations  on  Ed- 
ucation" over  Indiana,  Johnstown  and  other  area  stations.  In  this  pro- 
gram he  interviewed  guest  educators  and  public  figures  for  more  than 
250  half  hours. 

In  a  similar  vein  he  co-sponsored  television  series  over  WFBG-TV 
(Channel  10)  in  Altoona  and  cooperated  in  producing  programs  over 
WJAC-TV  (Channel  6)  in  Johnstown  and  WQED-TV  (Channel  13), 
KDKA-TV  (Channel  2),  WTAE-TV  (Channel  4)  and  WIIC-TV  (Channel 
1  1  )   in  Pittsburgh. 

Dr.  Nicholson  has  taken  part  in  a  wide  variety  of  educational  con- 
ferences, workshops  and  study  groups  over  the  past  20  years  and  has 
given  literally  hundreds  of  talks  and  addresses  before  education,  civic 
and  other  groups  over  the  past  25. 

A  life  member  of  the  National  Education  Association  (NEA),  Dr. 
Nicholson  has  assisted  with  Pennsylvania  State  Education  Association 
(PSEA)     public    relations    workshops    and    has    written    reports    for    the 
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Teacher  Education  and  Professional  Standards  (TEPS)  Commission  of 
PSEA. 

Dr.  Nicholson  has  conducted  clinics  on  community  and  public  relations 
for  various  educational  as  well  as  private  groups  and  has  presented 
adult  education  seminars  on  general  semantics,  public  relations,  report 
v/riting  and  other  related  subjects. 

Appointed  by  then  Governor  George  M.  Leader  to  the  Indiana  County 
Board  of  Assistance  for  the  three  year  period  1956-59,  Dr.  Nicholson 
v/as  reappointed  for  the  period  1959-63,  making  seven  years  in  all,  be- 
fore resigning  to  move  to  Shippensburg. 

Dr.  Nicholson  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  Boards  of  Directors  and 
has  performed  public  relations  work  for  the  Indiana  Community  Chest, 
Red  Cross  and  Camp  William  Penn  as  well  as  other  community  projects, 
dating  from    1943. 

President  of  local  branches  of  PSEA  twice.  Dr.  Nicholson  has  been  a 
member  of  the  executive  council  of  PSEA,  State  Committee  on  Local 
Branches,  State  Committee  on  Public  Relations  and  the  publications  com- 
mittee of  the  TEPS  Commission,  the  latter  for  six  years  1956-62. 

A  native  of  Yatesboro  in  Armstrong  County,  Dr.  Nicholson  graduated 
from  Clymer  High  School  in  Indiana  County  before  enrolling  at  lUP.  He 
earned  a  master  of  education  degree  in  English  literature  at  Pennsylvania 
State  University. 

New  York  University  awarded  him  a  doctorate  of  education  in  1957 
after  he  had  completed  course  work  in  the  general  field  of  higher  edu- 
cation centered  in  areas  of  communication  arts,  public  relations  and  ad- 
ministration. 

Dr.  Nicholson  has  also  completed  special  work  at  Antioch  College  of 
Ohio,  Sarah  Lawrence  College  of  New  York,  American  University  and 
the  New  School  for  Social  Research  in  New  York. 

He  has  over  the  years  been  a  member  of  the  following  organizations 
— Association  for  Higher  Education,  American  Alumni  Council,  Associa- 
tion of  State  College  and  University  Faculties  in  Pennsylvania  (APSCUF), 
International  Society  for  General  Semantics,  Alumni  Council  of  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Colleges,  National  Council  of  Teachers  of  English  (NCTE), 
National  Society  for  the  Study  of  Communication,  Institute  of  General 
Semantics  and  College  Conference  on  Composition  and  Communication 
as  well  as  NEA  and  PSEA.

Dr.  Hassler,  who  assumed  the  office  effective  January  1, 
will  be  formally  installed  at  that  time.

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Buildings  Dedicated  on  Alumni  Day  -

Dedication  of  the  John  E.  Davis  Learning-Research  Center  and  the 
Albert  R.  Pechan  Health  Center  on  the  campus  of  Indiana  University  of 
Pennsylvania  highlighted  activities  of  the  university's  annual  Alumni  Day 
Saturday,  May  24,  1969. 

Joseph  W.  Serene,  member  of  the  university  Board  of  Trustees,  pre- 
sented the  dedicatory  address  at  Davis  Hall,  with  response  by  Dr.  John 
E.  Davis,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  for  whom  the  building  is 
named. 

Mary  Alice  St.  Clair,  also  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  presented 
the  dedicatory  address  at  the  Pechan  Health  Center,  with  response  by 
State  Senator  Albert  R.  Pechan,  for  whom  that  building  is  named.  Rev. 
John  L.  Kipp,  assistant  pastor  of  the  Calvary  United  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Indiana,  pronounced  the  invocation  and  benediction  at  both  buildings. 

Octagonal  in  shape,  the  unique  John  E.  Davis  Learning-Research  Cen- 
ter will  accommodate  several  units  of  Indiana  University's  School  of  Edu- 
cation and  will  provide  for  undergraduate  instruction  in  professional  edu- 
cation and  for  research  into  educational  methods  and  technology.  The 
building  is  nearly  windowless  and  is  completely  air  conditioned. 

A  learning  resources  and  mass  media  center  is  located  on  the  base- 
ment floor  of  the  facility  to  provide  for  maximum  sound  insulation.  In- 
cluded here  are  television  and  recording  studios,  a  darkroom,  an  FM 
radio  station,  experimental  learning  carrels,  audio  visual  equipment  and 
a  graphics  production  unit. 
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The  ground  and  first  floors  of  the  building  house  the  University  School, 
on  ungraded  laboratory  school.  Provided  on  these  tv/o  floors  are  nine 
flexible  classrooms,  a  fan  shaped  multi-purpose  room,  a  library  and  an 
administration  unit  for  instruction,  observation  and  research  in  elemen- 
tary education. 

The  Department  of  Special  Education  v/iil  be  located  on  the  second 
floor,  as  will  the  speech  and  hearing,  reading  and  psychological  clinics. 
The  third  floor  will  house  the  university's  Department  of  Elementary  Edu- 
cation. Seven  university  classrooms  on  this  floor  are  equipped  with  closed 
circuit  television  for  remote  observations  of  the  two  University  School 
floors. 

The  top  floor  contains  four  additional  classrooms  and  houses  the  ad- 
ministrative offices  of  the  School  of  Education  and  the  student  teaching 
administrative  unit. 

Total  cost  of  construction  for  this  building  has  been  approximately 
$2.5  million.  Architect  has  been  Joseph  Hoover  of  Pittsburgh,  general 
contractor  L-D  Construction  of  Latrobe. 

The  new  Pechan  Health  Center  is  designed  to  meet  the  medical  needs 
of  the  present  main  campus  undergraduate  student  population  of  some 
7500;  at  the  same  time  it  has  been  designed  so  that  it  can  easily  be  ex- 
panded to  double  its  present  size  as  the  student  enrollment  grows. 

The  first  floor  of  this  brick  faced  two  story  facility  will  be  equipped  to 
provide  out-patient  service  and  day  care  of  routine  injuries  and  illnesses. 
It  contains  a  doctor's  office,  examination  room,  emergency  room,  X-ray 
room,  a  physical  therapy  room,  a  nurse's  station  and  a  storage  area. 

In-patient  facilities  will  be  located  on  the  second  floor  of  the  building. 
Included  here  are  12  two-bed  rooms  and  two  isolation  rooms  as  well  as 
a  kitchen,  dispensary  and  nurse's  station. 

Built  at  a  total  cost  of  approximately  $560,000,  the  health  center  has 
been  constructed  through  architect  Pietrolungo  and  Kimball  of  Ebens- 
burg  in  Cambria  County  and  general  contractor  Peter  Bongianino  and 
Son  of  Blairsville  in  Indiana  County. 

Dr.  Davis  first  came  to  Indiana  University  in  1939  to  become  Director 
of  the  Keith  School,  which  the  new  University  School  replaces,  and  of 
student  teaching  and  placement,  a  position  that  he  held  until  his  re- 
tirement in    1961 . 

In  February  of  1962  Dr.  Davis  returned  to  the  university  and  served  as 
acting  President,  while  Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt  spent  a  semester  in  Europe,  un- 
til June  of  that  year.  Appointed  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  six  years  ago 
in  1963,  Dr.  Davis  has  served  as  president  of  the  Board  for  the  past  few 
years. 

Before  coming  to  Indiana  in  1939,  Dr.  Davis  had  been  supervising 
principal  of  the  Clymer  Public  Schools  of  Indiana  County  for  more  than 
a  decade  and  before  that  had  been  supervising  principal  of  the  Mont- 
gomery Township  Schools  of  Arcadia  in  Indiana  County. 

Dr.  Davis  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Central  Western  District  of 
the  Pennsylvania  State  Education  Association  (PSEA)  and  served  as  its 
secretary  for  12  years  and  president  for  two.  He  was  also  a  member  of 
the  executive  council  of  this  organization  for  two  years  and  served  as 
secretary  of  the  annual  Central  Western  Education  Conference  for  22 
years. 
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During  his  long  residence  in  Indiana,  Dr.  Davis  has  served  as  president 
of  the  William  Penn  Council  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America,  president  of 
the  Indiana  Rotary  Club  and  president  of  the  Indiana  Community  Chest. 

He  has  also  been  president  of  the  Indiana  County  Chapter  of  the 
American  Red  Cross,  chairman  of  the  Wartime  Blood  Donor  Campaign 
and  an  active  participant  in  a  great  number  of  other  civic  organizations. 

Dr.  Davi^  is  a  life  member  of  the  National  Education  Association 
(NEA)  and  has  been  selected  to  Phi  Delta  Kappa  honorary  professional 
fraternity  for  men  in  education.  He  is  v/idely  acknowledged  to  be  one  of 
the  country's  leading  authorities  on  secondary  schools  and  on  the  prep- 
aration of  teachers. 

Earning  a  bachelor  of  arts  degree  at  Pennsylvania  State  University, 
Dr.  Davis  achieved  both  his  master  of  arts  and  doctor  of  philosophy  de- 
grees at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

Sen.  Pechan  has  been  a  member  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Senate 
since  1948  and  has  served  as  Assistant  Floor  Leader  of  that  body  for  the 
past  14  years.  In  1965  he  introduced  Senate  Bill  #],  which  ultimately 
led  to  Act  430,  which  granted  university  status  to  Indiana. 

In  the  Senate,  Sen.  Pechan  has  served  as  chairman  of  the  Public 
Health  and  Welfare  Committee  and  has  been  responsible  for  the  passage 
of  a  great  number  of  health  and  welfare  acts,  many  of  which  have  been 
acknowledged  across  the  country  as  outstanding,  among  them  Medical 
Assistance  for  the  Aged,  known  as  Pennsycare. 

In  addition  to  this  chairmanship.  Sen.  Pechan  has  been  a  member  of 
the  Governor's  Hospital  Study  Commission  and  the  Governor's  Advisory 
Committee  for  Comprehensive  Mental  Health  Planning. 

Vice  chairman  of  the  Senate  Rules  Committee,  he  has  been  a  member 
ofSenate  Committees  on  Agriculture,  Appropriations,  Banking,  Education, 
Forest  and  Waters  for  Game  and  Fish,  Highways,  Military  Affairs  and 
Aeronautics,  and  Special   Legislation. 

Sen.  Pechan  also  served  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  recent  Penn- 
sylvania Constitutional  Convention  and  serves  as  secretary  of  the  Joint 
State  Government  Commission. 

First  appointed  to  the  Indiana  University  of  Board  of  Trustees  in  1947, 
Sen.  Pechan  is  senior  member  of  the  Board  and  presently  serves  as  vice 
president.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University 
of  Pittsburgh. 

For  30  years  Sen.  Pechan  served  as  a  member  of  the  Ford  City  Board 
of  Education  and  was  first  president  of  the  Board  for  the  Ford  City  Union 
School  District, 

In  1968  Sen.  Pechan  served  as  chairman  of  the  Pennsylvania  Cancer 
Crusade  and  director  of  the  Pennsylvania  Cancer  Society.  He  has  also 
been  co-chairman  of  the  1966  Armstrong  County  Cancer  Crusade,  vice 
chairman  of  the  1967  Pennsylvania  State  Crusade  and  Armstrong  County 
Easter  Seal  chairman. 

A  graduate  of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  School  of  Dentistry,  Sen. 
Pechan  is  a  veteran  of  World  War  II,  enlisting  as  a  private  and  achieving 
the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel  in  the  U.  S.  Army  Reserve. 

Construction  of  the  John  E.  Davis  Learning-Research  Center  will  mean 
a  total  effect  on  campus  physical  facilities  that  is  indeed  far  reaching. 
A  total  of  six  present  campus  structures  will  now  assume  altered  roles  to 
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one  extent  or  another. 

The  present  Keith  School  will  now  house  offices,  classrooms  and  lab- 
oratories of  the  Departments  of  History,  Sociology-Anthropology  and 
Economics  and  classrooms  of  the  Department  of  Political  Science  as  well 
as  the  office  of  the  coordinator  of  the  Social  Sciences  Division  of  the 
School  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  In  short,  it  will  become  a  social  sciences 
center. 

Offices  of  the  Department  of  Political  Science  will  move  into  the  Spe- 
cial Education  Wing  of  Keith  School.  Wilson  Hall  will  be  devoted  to  the 
Departments  of  Criminology  and  Psychology. 

Classroom  and  office  space  in  Uhler  Hall  vacated  by  the  Department 
of  Elementary  Education  will  be  occupied  by  offices  for  the  Departments 
of  Educational  Psychology  and  Foreign  Languages. 

The  Department  of  Geography  will  absorb  the  present  Learning  Re- 
sources and  Mass  Media  Center  in  Leonard  Hall  so  that  it  will  occupy 
the  entire  basement  of  that  building,  while  the  Department  of  English 
will  move  into  those  classrooms  on  the  first  floor  of  Leonard  previously 
held  by  Geography.  The  university  placement  office  moves  from  Keith  to 
Clark  Hall. 

Dr.  Charles  D.  Leach,  Director  of  University  Development,  reports  that 
all  operations  to  be  placed  in  Davis  Hall  have  now  taken  quarters  there. 
Departments  to  move  into  vacated  structures  are  slated  to  accomplish 
this  through  the  coming  summer. 

The  Pechan  Health  Center  became  operational  on  July  1;  the  building 
itself  is  complete,  requiring  only  the  installation  of  certain  utility  lines. 
Current  plans  call  for  the  present  outdated  university  Infirmary  building 
to  be  removed  at  some  time  during  the  1969-70  academic  year.

Mr.  Storm  holds  a  B.S.  degree  from 
Indiana,  and  is  expecting  to  complete  the  M.Ed,  program  in  Guidance 
and  Counseling  at  Indiana  in  the  near  future.  He  has  been  employed 
as  an  English  teacher  at  Martinsburg  Junior  High  School,  and  Blairs- 
ville  Senior  High  School.  He  assumed  the  position  with  the  University 
Bookstore  on  May  1 . 

The  new  position  of  Assistant  Manager  for  Business  of  the  Student 
Cooperative  Association  will  be  filled  by  Albert  L.  Hodge,  of  373  Oak 
Street,  Indiana.  Mr.  Hodge  holds  a  B.B.A.  Degree  (Business  Administra- 
tion) from  St.  Bonaventure  University.  He  has  been  employed  at  the  As- 
sociates Investment  Company  of  Butler,  the  Rockwell  Manufacturing 
Company  of  Dubois,  and  most  recently  at  Syntron,  in  Homer  City.  He  as- 
sumed his  new  position  on  May  13.  Mr.  Hodge  will  be  in  charge  of  the 
day-to-day  business  operation  of  the  Student  Cooperative  Association. 
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1969  Summer  Sessions  at  I  UP 
Feature  Full  Program  of  Studies 


Approximately  2500  undergraduate  and  800  graduate  students  at 
Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  began  a  full  program  of  studies  at 
the  university  as  the  pre-session  of  the  annual  summer  school  got  under- 
v/ay  early  in  June. 

The  three  week  pre-session  offers  a  total  of  more  than  80  undergrad- 
uate and  more  than  55  graduate  courses  in  virtually  all  subject  areas, 
with  a  staff  of  some  150  university  faculty  members  and  several  noted 
visiting  professors  employed.  This  number  includes  a  full  complement  of 
administrative  officers. 

The  pre-session  is  followed  by  a  six  week  main  session,  at  which  time 
student  enrollment  is  expected  to  reach  approximately  2750  undergrad- 
uates and  850  graduate  students  enrolled  in  nearly  205  undergraduate 
and  nearly  165  graduate  courses,  with  a  staff  of  some  175  employed. 

Closing  out  the  summer  sessions  will  be  the  three  week  post-session, 
to  continue  through  August  29,  with  nearly  60  undergraduate  and  50 
graduate  courses  offered  for  an  anticipated  2300  undergraduate  and 
700  graduate  students.  A  staff  of  some  130  faculty  members  will  be  em- 
ployed. 

Summer  commencement  exercises  have  been  scheduled  for  Sunday 
afternoon  August  24.  All  students  who  are  devoting  this  summer  to  com- 
pletion of  their  degree  programs  will  formally  graduate  at  that  time. 

In  1968  the  university  enrolled  the  largest  number  of  summer  school 
students  in  the  history  of  the  institution,  as  follows — 2400  undergraduate 
and  840  graduate  students  pre-session,  2600  undergraduate  and  1000 
graduate  students  main  session,  1800  undergraduate  and  600  graduate 
students  post-session. 

Included  in  estimated  enrollment  for  the  current  summer  sessions  are 
approximately  470  new  freshmen  beginning  under  a  summer-January 
program  in  which  they  will  complete  12  academic  credits  this  summer, 
return  to  their  homes  during  first  semester  and  then  resume  their  studies 
fulltime  in  January. 

Purposes  and  objectives  of  the  Indiana  summer  program  are  many. 
Regularly  enrolled  fulltime  students  may  make  use  of  the  summer  months 
to  either  accelerate  (it  is  possible  to  complete  a  degree  at  Indiana  in 
three  calendar  years)  or  to  make  up  credit  deficiencies  to  achieve  good 
standing. 

Professional  teachers  may  attain  credits  toward  their  permanent  cer- 
tificates, complete  refresher  courses  in  their  fields  or  extend  their  teach- 
ing certification  to  other  subject  areas.  Fulltime  students  from  other  col- 
leges and  universities  are  also  welcome. 

Students  at  Indiana  are  offered  a  liberal  offering  of  basic  and  ad- 
vanced courses  that  constitute  a  program  of  study  including  courses  in 
general  education,  advanced  courses  in  various  fields  of  academic  in- 
terest and  professional  education  courses. 
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Summer  also  affords  an  excellent  opportunity  for  public  school  nurses 
to  take  advantage  of  the  university's  public  school  nursing  program  that 
leads  to  a  baccalaureate  degree  in  that  field,  with  an  emphasis  in  course 
work  on  general  and  professional  education. 

It  is  possible  to  complete  as  few  as  three  or  as  many  as  12  under- 
graduate credits,  as  few  as  two  or  as  many  as  eight  graduate  credits,  in 
the  summer.  Students  may  enroll  in  one  course  only  in  each  of  the  pre 
and  post  sessions,  in  either  one  or  two  courses  during  the  six  week  main 
session. 

A  student  teaching  clinic  will  be  offered  during  the  main  session  in  the 
field  of  special  education  for  the  mentally  retarded.  This  six  week  pro- 
gram will  fulfill  certification  requirements  for  student  teaching  in  this 
field;  this  is  in  charge  of  the  Department  of  Special  Education. 

The  University  School,  the  laboratory  school  on  campus,  will  sponsor 
two  classes  of  summer  school  on  the  elementary  level  during  the  main 
session  and  will  cooperate  fully  with  university  course  instructors  in  class 
observation  and  participation. 

While  summer  sessions  are  in  operation  on  campus,  a  number  of  stu- 
dents will  be  involved  in  a  Contemporary  Europe  1969  study  tour  which 
began  in  June.  This  tour  will  visit  the  Soviet  Union  and  the  Scandinavian 
countries. 

This  tour  will,  through  both  firsthand  experiences  and  background  in- 
struction, emphasize  the  contemporary  political,  social,  economic  and 
military  organization  of  Europe  and  of  each  individual  country  visited. 

The  School  of  Home  Economics  is  sponsoring  three  different  tours — a 
European  Study  Tour  in  Foods  pre-session.  Oriental  Study  Tour  in  Foods 
main  session  and  Clothing  and  Textiles  Study  Tour  post-session. 

The  European  Study  Tour  in  Foods  will  visit  France,  Italy,  England, 
Austria,  Spain  and  Switzerland;  the  Oriental  Study  Tour  in  Foods  will 
start  in  Anchorage,  Alaska,  with  salmon  and  crab  fisheries,  go  on  to 
Tokyo  and  include  Japan,  Bangkok,  Singapore,  Hong  Kong  and  an  op- 
tional trip  to  Honolulu,  Hawaii. 

The  Clothing  and  Textiles  Study  Tour  will  include  Ireland,  England, 
Scotland,  Spain  and  Portugal,  starting  in  New  York  with  its  clothing  and 
fur  marts.  Weaving  by  both  hand  and  machinery,  cottage  industries, 
tapestries  and  lace  will  be  explored  in  this  tour. 

Throughout  the  summer  there  will  be  a  number  of  institutes,  workshops, 
seminars,  clinics,  schools  and  camps  as  well  as  special  conferences  to 
meet  the  needs  and  interests  of  students  who  wish  to  enroll  in  such  pro- 
grams on  either  a  credit  or  non-credit  basis. 

An  Archaeological  Field  School,  operated  in  cooperation  with  the 
Dayton  (Ohio)  Museum  of  Natural  History,  will  involve  an  archaeologi- 
cal excavation  of  American  Indian  living  sites  to  be  sponsored  as  a  train- 
ing program  and  research  project.  This  excavation  will  take  place  at 
Late  Woodland  village  sites  in  the  Middle  Ohio  Valley  of  Southern  Ohio. 

An  Aerospace  Workshop  will  bring  to  the  campus  a  number  of  visiting 
aerospace  authorities  to  deal  with  atmosphere  and  space  environment, 
history  of  flight  and  flight  problems,  satellites  and  space  probes,  manned 
orbital  and  space  exploration  projects,  propulsion,  communication  and 
other  systems.  It  will  include  an  indoctrination  flight  in  a  small  craft  and 
field  trips. 
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Cooperating  with  the  Summer  Theater  Guild  university-community 
summer  theater  program,  a  Drama  Workshop  provides  students  with  op- 
portunities to  take  part  in  any  of  the  several  activities  attendant  to  play 
production.  They  may  earn  credit  for  courses  in  Dramatic  Arts,  Play  Pro- 
duction, Creative  Dramatics  and  Story  Telling,  Costume  and  Makeup, 
Stagecraft  and  Scenic  Design. 

Many  of  the  programs  are  directed  by  or  feature  recognized  resource 
persons  and  authorities  in  their  respective  fields  who  are  either  members 
of  the  university  faculty  or  are  brought  to  the  campus  especially  for  that 
purpose.  Scheduled  for  the  campus  this  summer  are — 

Western  Pennsylvania  Industrial  Conference,  Summer  Music  Institute 
for  High  School  Students,  Delinquency  Control  Institute,  Marching  Band 
Workshop,  Summer  Institute  in  Mathematics,  Summer  Institute  in  English. 

Summer  Basketball  School  for  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  Students, 
Summer  Conference  in  Mathematics,  Pennsylvania  School  Boards  Associ- 
ation conference.  Home  Economics  Food  Service  Workshop  and  Com- 
munity-School Health  Education  Workshop. 

Summer  Theater  Guild  will  again  produce  a  full  schedule  of  six  well 
known  plays  at  its  Theater  by  the  Grove  in  Fisher  Auditorium.  Included 
this  summer,  beginning  first  week  of  main  session,  will  be  "Visit  to  a 
Small  Planet,"  "Hogan's  Goat,"  "When  We  Are  Married,"  "Who  Was 
That  Lady  I  Saw  You  With?"  "Yes,  My  Darling  Daughter"  and  "The 
Country  Wife." 
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Seminar  on  the  "Disadvantaged 
Recently  Held  on  I  UP  Campus 

One  of  the  most  pressing  educational  and  social  issues  of  the  day  was 
dealt  with  in  a  two  day  seminar  concerning  "Equalizing  Educational  Op- 
portunity for  the  Disadvantaged"  held  on  the  campus  of  Indiana  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  May  14-15,  1969. 

Eight  outstanding  American  scholars,  all  of  whom  have  been  recog- 
nized as  being  in  the  forefront  of  those  striving  for  equality  of  oppor- 
tunity for  all,  led  discussions  aimed  at  identifying  the  causes  and  means 
of  resolving  the  central  problem  as  posed  in  this  seminar. 

This  two  day  conference  was  designed  so  that  guidance  counselors  on 
both  elementary  and  secondary  levels,  college  and  university  admissions 
and  recruitment  directors  and  classroom  teachers  might  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  find  new  solutions  to  this  problem. 

Among  the  outstanding  scholars  involved  in  this  venture  were  Dr. 
Broadus  Butler,  Dean  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  professor  of  philosophy 
at  Texas  Southern  University,  Dr.  Deborah  Partridge  Wolfe,  professor  of 
education  at  Queens  College  of  the  City  College  of  New  York,  and  Dr. 
W.  Allison  Davis,  professor  of  education  at  the  University  of  Chicago, 
are  typical. 

Several  hundred  persons  were  in  attendance  at  the  seminar. 
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Graduate  and  Undergraduate  Schools 
Add  New  Courses  in  Various  Areas 


Eight  new  courses,  three  at  the  graduate  level  and  five  on  the  under- 
graduate, have  recently  been  given  approval  by  both  the  university's 
Board  of  Trustees  and  University  Senate  through  its  Curriculum  Commit- 
tee. The  eight  courses  involve  six  difFerent  areas  of  study. 

Approved  on  the  graduate  level  are  three  different  courses  to  be  add- 
ed to  the  elementary  science  curriculum  and  to  be  taught  through  the 
Department  of  Biology.  All  concerned  v/ith  the  same  general  area,  they 
are  Outdoor  Education,  Conservation  and  Natural  History. 

Approved  as  an  addition  to  the  university's  undergraduate  general 
education  package  is  the  course  World  Politics,  to  be  taught  through 
the  Center  for  International  Studies.  An  addition  to  the  Department  of 
Political  Science  curriculum  is  Scope  and  Methods  of  Political  Science. 

The  Department  of  Philosophy  has  been  given  approval  for  a  new 
course  in  Contemporary  Western  Theology.  And  the  Departments  of  His- 
tory and  English  now  list  History  of  Black  America  Since  Emancipation 
and  American  Negro  Literature  respectively. 

World  Politics,  an  undergraduate  three  credit  course,  will  now  be  one 
of  five  courses  in  the  social  sciences  required  of  all  students  of  Indiana 
University.  It  is  also  a  requirement  for  a  minor  in  international  and  reg- 
ional studies  now  being  offered  at  the  university. 

The  three  graduate  courses  will  be  open  to  master's  candidates  in  ele- 
mentary education  as  well  as  elementary  science.  Outdoor  Education  will 
carry  four  credits,  while  Conservation  and  Natural  History  of  Western 
Pennsylvania  will  carry  two  each.  The  latter  course  is  intended  as  a  fol- 
lowup  of  the  other  two. 

Outdoor  Education  is  a  course  specifically  designed  to  teach  the  ele- 
mentary instructor  to  coordinate  all  of  the  traditional  school  subjects  into 
lessons  taught  outdoors  that  cannot  ordinarily  be  taught  in  a  classroom. 
Central  to  this  purpose  is  the  encouragement  of  an  appreciation  of  na- 
ture, through  a  knowledge  and  understanding  of  it. 

Indiana's  course  in  Outdoor  Education  will  be  taught  by  a  team  of  two 
instructors,  one  from  the  Department  of  Biology  concerned  with  elemen- 
tary science,  the  other  a  specialist  from  the  Department  of  Elementary 
Education.  Extensive  use  will  be  made  of  the  University  Lodge  area  for 
this  course. 

Conservation  is  a  course  specifically  designed  to  acquaint  elementary 
teachers  with  both  good  and  bad  conservation  practices.  Field  trips  will 
constitute  the  core  of  the  course,  with  free  use  also  to  be  made  of  federal 
and  state  conservation  agencies. 

Limited  to  no  more  than  15  students,  the  course  Natural  History  of 
Western  Pennsylvania  will  be  totally  comprised  of  bus  or  automobile 
field  trip  travel  throughout  Western  Pennsylvania.  Places  of  interest  in 
terms  of  ecology,  geology,  conservation  and  nature  study  will  be  visited. 
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The  course  World  Politics  is  an  analysis  of  the  contemporary  (post 
1945)  state  system  and  the  forces  shaping  the  world  in  which  we  live. 
Areas  of  study  include  the  revolution  in  military  technology,  nationalist 
and  social  revolutions  in  developing  nations  and  the  confrontation  of 
Communism  with  the  Western  democracies. 

In  giving  the  student  a  framework  within  which  he  can  analyze  con- 
temporary international  politics,  the  course  should  provide  him  with  a 
frame  of  reference  that  will  enable  him  to  more  easily  keep  up  with  in- 
ternational developments  in  the  future. 

Focus  of  the  course  will  be  on  the  lifetime  of  the  student,  a  time  per- 
iod frequently  neglected  by  general  education  courses  in  many  disci- 
plines. Material  for  instruction  will  be  drawn  from  recent  findings  in  many 
related  areas  so  that  an  interdisciplinary  approach  to  world  politics  as 
well  as  a  recent,  international  perspective  might  be  achieved. 

To  be  offered  for  the  first  time  to  students  in  summer  sessions  of  1969, 
the  minor  in  international  and  regional  studies  calls  for  the  completion  of 
general  courses  in  World  Politics  and  International  Relations  as  well  as 
several  more  specialized  studies  of  the  Soviet  Union,  Africa,  Latin  Amer- 
ica or  the  Far  East. 

Scope  and  Methods  of  Political  Science,  open  only  to  senior  political 
science  majors  and  minors,  explores  the  nature  of  the  current  debate  in 
that  discipline  over  the  proper  scope  and  goals  of  political  science. 
Courses  in  American  Citizenship  and  Introduction  to  Political  Science  are 
required  as  prerequisites. 

The  course  content  emphasizes  the  means  available  to  the  political 
science  discipline  in  its  effort  to  obtain  political  knowledge  and  to  ex- 
plain political  phenomena;  in  depth  experience  with  one  or  more  of  the 
several  tools  of  research  available  in  the  field  is  required. 

Contemporary  Western  Theology  includes  study  in  several  important 
topics  such  as  the  knowledge  of  God,  the  problem  of  evil,  the  nature  of 
miracle,  predestination  and  free  will,  the  nature  of  revelation,  inspira- 
tion, authority,  immortality,  eschatology  (dealing  with  the  finalities  of 
life)  and  the  theology  of  hope,  religious  language  and  the  theological 
understanding  of  man. 

Readings  will  include  such  representative  theologians  as  Bonhoeffer, 
Buber,  Bultmann,  Thomas  Huxley,  Kierkegaard,  Teilhard  de  Chardin, 
Tillich,  Robinson,  Machen  and  Barth.  This  course  is  a  part  of  a  new  re- 
ligious studies  program  now  being  offered  by  the  Department  of  Phi- 
losophy. 

History  of  Black  America  Since  Emancipation  is  a  descriptive  and  anal- 
ysis of  the  role  of  blacks  in  the  history  of  the  United  States  since  the 
Civil  War.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  key  leaders,  major  organizations,  lead- 
ing movements  and  the  crucial  ideologies  of  blacks  in  modern  America. 

American  Negro  Literature  will  analyze  significant  American  Negro 
works  of  a  variety  of  types — autobiography,  essay,  fiction  and  poetry — 
that  comprise  a  significant  body  of  literature  that  might  otherwise  be 
overlooked  in  other  courses. 

To  be  covered  are  prose  by  W.  E.  B.  DuBois,  James  Weldon  Johnson, 
Richard  Wright,  James  Baldwin,  Frederick  Douglass,  Ralph  Ellison, 
Claude  Brown,  Ann  Retry  and  others  and  drama  by  Baldwin,  Lillian 
Hansberry  and  others.

Faculty  Members  Presented  Awards 
For  Distinguished  Scholarship,  Teaching

Dr.  Steven  B.  Cord,  member  of  the  Department  of  History  faculty  at 
Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Dr.  Robert  L.  Morris,  chairman 
of  the  Center  for  International  Studies,  were  recognized  for  their  achieve- 
ments as  members  of  the  faculty  at  lUP's  annual  spring  commencement 
Sunday,  May  25,  1969. 

Dr.  Cord,  at  Indiana  for  the  past  seven  years  since  1962,  was  present- 
ed the  first  Faculty  Award  for  Distinguished  Scholarship,  while  Dr.  Mor- 
ris, at  the  university  for  that  same  period  of  time,  was  granted  the  first 
Faculty  Award  for  Distinguished  Teaching. 

Both  of  these  awards,  valued  monetarily  at  $500  each,  are  sponsored 
by  the  University  Foundation.  Dr.  Cord  was  selected  for  the  honor  by  the 
University  Senate  Research  Committee,  Dr.  Morris  by  a  student  committee 
as  guided  by  the  academic  deans. 

Dr.  Cord,  through  his  considerable  research  and  work,  is  considered 
one  of  the  two  foremost  historians  of  economist  Henry  George  and  his 
ideas  in  the  country  (the  other  being  Charles  Albro  Barker  of  Johns 
Hopkins  University,  recent  biographer  of  George). 

He  is  vice  president  of  the  Henry  George  Foundation,  a  non-profit  ed- 
ucational organization,  and  serves  on  the  Academic  Advisory  Council 
of  the  Henry  George  School  of  Social  Science,  chartered  by  the  University 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  which  offers  courses  in  economics  both  at  ex- 
tensions throughout  the  world  and  by  mail. 
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Recently  invited  to  give  a  speech  on  George  in  San  Francisco,  Dr. 
Cord  has  given  similar  lectures  in  New  York,  Hartford,  Connecticut,  and 
Philadelphia. 

He  has  written  a  book,  Henry  George — Dreamer  or  Realist?,  published 
by  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  Press  in  1965,  which  received  good  re- 
views in  the  scholarly  journals.  This  book  is  a  history  of  the  interpretation 
of  George's  ideas  since  his  time  and  an  analysis  of  his  ideas  in  the  light 
of  modern  economic  knowledge. 

In  all  of  this  it  has  been  said  that  Dr.  Cord  has  done  much  to  set  the 
record  straight  on  much  of  the  present  information  available  on  George. 
The  ideas  of  George  are  now  viewed  by  many  authorities  as  having 
practical  application  to  the  problem  of  urban  renewal  as  well  as  to  land 
reform  in  underdeveloped  nations.  Dr.  Cord  has  written  extensively  on 
both  of  these. 

Author  of  a  teacher's  manual  for  a  book  of  historical  documents.  The 
Sources  of  the  American  Republic,  published  in  1964,  Dr.  Cord  is  a  fre- 
quent contributor  of  magazine  articles  to  the  American  Journal  of  Eco- 
nomics and  Sociology  and  to  the  Henry  George  News  among  other  pub- 
lications. 

To  the  former  publication  he  has  contributed  "History  of  the  Graded 
Tax  League"  in  October  of  1967  and  three  different  articles  in  1968 — 
"A  Tax  Sharing  Plan  for  Urban  Renewal"  in  April,  "A  New  Approach 
to  Urban  Renewal"  in  July  and  "A  New  Look  at  Henry  George"  in  Oc- 
tober. 

His  April  article  was  reprinted  in  the  June,  1968,  issue  of  Current 
magazine,  while  still  another  article,  "How  Land  Value  Taxation  Would 
Affect  Homeowners,"  will  soon  appear  in  the  Journal. 

Articles  written  by  Dr.  Cord  in  the  Henry  George  News  have  included 
"Henry  George  and  His  Critics"  in  September  of  1961,  "No  Tempest  in  a 
Teapot"  in  July  of  1962,  "Right  for  the  Right  Reasons"  in  February  of 
1966  and  "Why  a  Tax  on  Land  Values  Will  Not  Raise  Land  Rent"  in 
July  of  1967. 

Dr.  Cord  was  given  a  research  grant  through  the  University  of  Hart- 
ford Regional  Affairs  Center  in  1967  to  conduct  a  report  on  the  feasibil- 
ity of  instituting  the  graded  property  tax  in  Lancaster.  That  grant  result- 
ed in  "A  Study — Expected  Effects  of  the  Graded  Tax  on  Lancaster's  Fu- 
ture Development." 

Other  research  grants  awarded  Dr.  Cord  have  been  through  the  John 
C.  Lincoln  Foundation  in  1967  for  a  report  on  the  feasibility  of  setting  up 
a  research  institute  in  urban  affairs  and  through  the  Robert  Schalken- 
bach  Foundation  in   1961. 

Two  recent  papers  delivered  by  Dr.  Cord  have  been  entitled  "The  His- 
torian as  Moral  Judge,"  presented  at  the  Duquesne  University  History 
Forum  in  November  of  1968,  and  "Henry  George  and  Urbcin  Renewal 
in  Pennsylvania,"  presented  at  the  annual  Pennsylvania  Historical  Asso- 
ciation conference  in  1967  and  soon  to  be  reprinted  in  the  Western 
Pennsylvania  Historical  Journal. 

These  followed  a  paper  presented  at  the  annual  Henry  George  Con- 
ference of  1961  on  "How  American  Historians  and  Economists  Have 
Viewed  Henry  George"  as  well  as  others  presented  to  diversified  groups. 
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Currently  to  appear  is  a  1  2  page  review  of  The  Nation's  Cities  maga- 
zine, organ  of  the  National  League  of  Cities,  issued  in  March,  1969,  on 
land  value  taxation  written  by  Dr.  Cord  for  the  Henry  George  News.  A 
review  on  the  book  Constructive  Change  in  Latin  America,  entitled  "Com- 
ments on  Change,"  was  published  in  the  December,  1968,  edition  of 
Monthly  Labor  Review. 

Two  other  articles  written  by  Dr.  Cord  have  taken  the  form  of  guest 
editorials  in  the  Johnstown  Tribune-Democrat  newspaper,  in  September 
of  1965  on  "Taxing  Land  Values"  and  in  July  of  1967  entitled  "A  Mod- 
erate Look  at  Vietnam." 

Dr.  Cord  currently  has  several  other  scholarly  projects  underway.  A 
journal  has  asked  him  to  review  a  recently  published  biography  of 
George.  Still  other  manuscripts,  books  and  articles  are  either  ready  to  be 
sent  to  the  publisher,  in  rough  draft  form  or  in  note  taking  or  rough  out- 
line stage. 

This  summer  he  will  be  writing  a  manuscript  with  Dale  E.  London  of 
the  lUP  Department  of  History  faculty  as  co-author  on  the  nature  of  his- 
tory; two  publishers  have  already  expressed  an  interest  in  reading  this 
for  possible  publication. 

Dr.  Cord  has  spoken  on  several  occasions  both  on  campus  and  in  the 
Indiana  community  as  well  as  to  chambers  of  commerce  in  Lancaster  and 
in  Corry  and  has  been  invited  to  address  the  statewide  convention  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  to  serve  as  a  visiting  research 
professor  at  the  University  of  Hartford. 

Before  coming  to  Indiana  U.  in  1962,  Dr.  Cord  has  been  a  high  school 
history  teacher  in  Yonkers,  New  York,  for  seven  years  from  1955  to 
1962.  He  earned  a  bachelor  of  business  administration  degree  at  City 
College  of  New  York  and  master  of  arts  and  doctor  of  education  de- 
grees in  history  at  Columbia  University,  Teachers  College. 

Chairman  of  the  Center  for  International  Studies  since  its  inception 
two  years  ago  in  1967,  Dr.  Morris  had  taught  with  the  Department  of 
History  faculty  at  Indiana  for  the  preceding  five  years. 

Courses  Dr.  Morris  has  taught  have  included  Comparative  Government, 
International  Relations,  Internationa!  Organization,  Soviet  Politics,  His- 
tory of  Russia,  History  of  Civilization  I  and  II,  Recent  American  History 
and  Diplomatic  History  of  the  United  States.  This  summer  he  introduced 
the  course  World  Politics,  an  addition  to  lUP's  social  sciences  general  ed- 
ucation package. 

Students  as  well  as  his  fellow  faculty  members  have  recognized  him 
ever  since  his  coming  to  Indiana  for  his  interesting,  challenging  methods 
in  conducting  a  class  and  in  guiding  his  students  to  a  meaningful  exper- 
ience of  learning,  both  as  received  from  the  professor  and  in  constructive 
self  study. 

Dr.  Morris  possesses  those  abilities  of  being  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  the  subject  matter  of  his  academic  discipline,  viewing  factual  and 
theoretical  knowledge  with  practical  and  at  the  same  time  original  in- 
sights so  as  to  teach  with  interest  and  enthusiasm,  at  the  same  time  chal- 
lenging the  student  to  challenge  himself  to  appropriate  levels  of  intel- 
lectual achievement. 
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Chairman  of  the  university's  important  Curriculum  Committee  of  the 
University  Senate,  Dr.  Morris  has  also  been  Indiana's  representative  to 
the  Regional  Council  for  International  Education  in  Pittsburgh,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Pennsylvania  Council  for  the  Social  Studies,  active  in  the 
National  Council  and  has  advised  honors  students  and  spoken  frequently. 

Coming  to  Indiana  after  a  year  of  teaching  at  Frostburg  State  College 
of  Maryjand,  Dr.  Morris  had  previously  taught  in  the  Williamsport  public 
schools  for  five  years.  A  veteran  of  the  U.  S.  Army,  he  served  v/ith  the 
Security  Agency  of  the  Army  as  a  Russian  translator. 

Receiving  a  bachelor  of  arts  degree  in  history  and  Russian  at  Lycom- 
ing College,  Dr.  Morris  earned  his  master  of  arts  degree  in  Russian- 
American  relations  at  Columbia  University  and  his  doctorate  of  philoso- 
phy in  history  and  political  science  at  West  Virginia  University. 


Veterans  Studying  at  Indiana 
On  Increase:  Number  about  300 

As  a  result  of  recently  increased  benefits  in  higher  education  for  vet- 
erans returning  from  U.  S.  military  service,  Indiana  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania is  seeing  a  consequent  increase  in  veterans  undertaking  uni- 
versity study. 

John  E.  Frank,  Assistant  Dean  of  Men  who  also  serves  as  veterans 
counselor,  estimates  that  there  are  currently  approximately  300  veterans 
studying  at  lUP  who  are  receiving  benefits  under  terms  of  the  Cold  War 
Gl  Bill  which  became  effective  in  June  of  1966. 

This  number  includes  both  undergraduate  and  graduate  students  on 
main  campus  as  well  as  students  at  both  the  Punxsutawney  and  Arm- 
strong County  Centers,  as  well  as  others  involved  in  Department  of 
Criminology  extension  courses  throughout  the  state  who  are  eligible  for 
such  benefits. 

This  estimate  of  300  or  more  is  based  on  the  135  students  enrolled  for 
the  1966-67  academic  year  and  following  summer  and  the  250  veterans 
at  the  university  for  the  1967-68  year.  It  is  fully  expected  that  this  in- 
creasing trend  will  continue. 

Veterans  can  receive  as  much  as  36  months,  or  the  equivalent  of  four 
academic  years,  of  university  education  under  terms  of  the  Cold  War 
Bill.  This  full  limit  is  available  to  those  who  served  at  least  three  years 
of  active  duty  after  January  31,  1955. 

If  a  veteran  has  served  less  than  three  years,  he  is  still  eligible  to  re- 
ceive one  month  of  financial  assistance  for  every  month  or  part  of  a 
month  which  he  served  after  that  date. 

A  single  man  who  is  a  fulltime  university  student  receives  $130  per 
month  under  provisions  of  the  Bill.  A  fulltime  student  who  has  two  de- 
pendents can  receive  $175  per  month.  The  Bill  further  provides  addi- 
tional remuneration  at  the  rate  of  $10  per  month  per  dependent  beyond 
two. 
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Hadley  Named  Advisor  to  Board 
For  Review  of  Master  Plan 

Dr.  S.  Trevor  Hadley,  Dean  of  Students  at  Indiana  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  president  of  the  Pennsylvania  Association  of  Higher  Educa- 
tion (PAHE),  has  recently  been  selected  as  an  advisor  to  the  State  Board 
of  Education  for  a  review  and  reappraisal  of  the  Master  Plan  for  Higher 
Education. 

A  special  committee  of  the  Board  has  been  charged  v/ith  reviev/ing 
the  total  Master  Plan,  v/hich  is  to  serve  as  a  blueprint  for  the  future  of 
higher  education  in  Pennsylvania,  and  v/ith  presenting  recommendations 
resulting  from  that  review. 

Dr.  Hadley  attended  an  opening  session  of  the  committee  in  Harris- 
burg  Monday,  May  19.  After  a  general  presentation  of  the  purpose  and 
objective  of  this  project,  the  selected  advisors  met  as  several  task  forces 
to  explore  the  various  areas  of  the  Master  Plan. 

Dr.  W.  Deming  Lewis,  chairman  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  ex- 
tended this  opportunity  to  serve  to  Dr.  Hadley.  This  project  will  be  of  an 
ongoing  nature;  it  is  hoped  that  it  might  be  completed  by  the  end  of 
this  calendar  year. 

Woodard  Appointed  Director  of 
Grants,  Awards,  Sponsored  Research 

Dr.  Robert  L.  Woodard,  Director  of  Institutional  Research  and  acting 
chairman  of  the  Department  of  Geo-Science  at  Indiana  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  has  recently  been  given  the  additional  duties  of  Acting 
Director  of  Grants  and  Awards  and  Sponsored  Research. 

In  his  newly  created  position.  Dr.  Woodard,  according  to  duties  pre- 
scribed in  the  university's  Administrative  Manual,  "has  general  direction 
of  all  research  programs  paid  for  in  full  or  in  part  from  corporate,  fed- 
eral, foundation,  state  or  institutional  funds. 

"He  acts  as  the  official  representative  of  the  university  in  negotiating 
contracts  and  stimulates  and  assists  staff  members  in  the  preparation  of 
research  proposals  and  in  the  administration  of  research  programs.  He  is 
the  chairman  of  the  Research  Committee  of  the  University  Senate  and 
with  this  committee  recommends  research  policy  to  the  President." 

Dr.  Woodard  has  been  a  member  of  the  faculty  at  Indiana  since  Jan- 
uary of  1960  after  serving  a  one  semester  assistantship  at  Cornell  Uni- 
versity supervising  student  teachers  in  science.  He  had  previously  taught 
four  years  at  the  Middlesex  Valley  Central  School  at  Rushville,  New  York. 

Earning  a  bachelor  of  science  degree  in  landscape  and  recreational 
management  from  the  New  York  State  College  of  Forestry  of  Syracuse 
University,  Dr.  Woodard  received  a  master  of  science  degree  in  elemen- 
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tary  education  from  the  State  University  of  New  York  College  of  Educa- 
tion at  Geneseo. 

In  addition  to  receiving  a  doctor  of  philosophy  degree  in  nature,  sci- 
ence and  conservation  with  minors  in  astronomy  and  physics  from  Cornell 
University,  Dr.  Woodard  has  also  completed  additional  graduate  work 
at  four  universities  in  as  many  different  fields. 

This  fias  included  work  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  in  the  School  of 
Applied  Social  Science,  at  Duquesne  University  in  accounting,  at  Trinity 
University  of  Texas  in  secondary  school  guidance  and  at  the  State  Col- 
lege of  Forestry  of  Syracuse  University  in  landscape  engineering. 

Dr.  Woodard  is  a  veteran  of  the  U.  S.  Army  Air  Corps  with  service  in 
World  War  II,  including  32  combat  missions  as  lead  crew  radar  operator, 
and  of  the  U.  S.  Air  Force  with  service  during  the  Korean  Conflict  as  an 
Instructor  of  combat  crew  training  command. 

A  man  of  diversified  background,  Dr.  Woodard  has  also  been  director 
of  camping  program  and  junior  boys  worker  at  Woods  Run  Settlement 
House  in  Pittsburgh,  superintendent  of  parks  in  Greensboro,  North  Caro- 
lina, municipal  engineer  for  Naples,  New  York,  and  engaged  in  con- 
struction work  and  home  building. 

He  has  been  secretary  of  the  White  Township  Zoning  and  Planning 
Commission,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Naples  Central 
School  District  of  New  York,  a  member  of  Rotary  International  and  scout- 
master at  the  1950  National  Boy  Scout  Jamboree  at  Valley  Forge. 

Dr.  Woodard  belongs  to  Phi  Delta  Kappa  honorary  fraternity  for  men 
in  education,  the  National  Science  Teachers  Association  and  Association 
for  the  Education  of  Teachers  of  Science,  American  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Science  and  the  American  Association  of  University  Pro- 
fessors (AAUP).

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Sequence  in  Urban  Education  Studies 
Initiated  at  I  UP  During  Summer 

To  answer  a  demand  for  instruction  in  special  problems  attendant  to 
teaching  in  inner  city  schools,  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  has 
for  the  first  time  this  summer  initiated  a  special  12  credit  sequence  of 
courses  in  the  area  of  urban  education. 

This  12  hour  program  in  Inner  City  Education  is  designed  for  teachers 
who  have  previously  completed  their  undergraduate  work  and  who  now 
desire  specialized  instruction  in  urban  education.  Students  wishing  to  en- 
roll in  this  program  should  already  be  certified  to  teach  in  Pennsylvania. 

Completion  of  the  program  should  enable  participants  to  teach  in 
"ghetto"  schools  with  a  greater  degree  of  confidence  and  understanding, 
especially  in  the  areas  of  sociology  and  psychology. 

Courses  planned  as  part  of  this  program  are  to  be  taught  so  that  stu- 
dents will  gain  a  realistic  exposure  to  actual  educational  situations  which 
they  are  likely  to  encounter,  in  addition  to  an  academic  consideration  of 
problems  from  the  standpoint  of  theory  alone. 

Admission  to  the  program  is  on  a  selective  basis,  such  selectivity  based 
on  the  premise  that  teachers  who  intend  to  teach  in  urban  schools  should 
have  a  superior  educational  background  and  a  sincere  appreciation  of 
the  problems  of  students  in  urban  settings. 

Completion  of  this  12  credit  sequence  must  be  performed  through 
continuous  enrollment  in  the  program  for  12  weeks.  Six  weeks  of  Student 
Teaching  in  Urban  Centers  is  preceded  by  a  three  week  course  in  Orien- 
tation to  Teaching  in  Urban  Centers  and  followed  by  a  second  three 
week  course  in  Interpreting  Urban  Teaching  Experiences. 

The  program  is  offered  in  this  manner  so  that  completion  of  the  three 
courses  justifies  issuing  a  diploma  of  concentrated  study  in  Urban  Educa- 
tion from  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania.  The  12  credits  might  also 
be  applied  toward  requirements  for  permanent  teaching  certification  in 
Pennsylvania. 

The  Student  Teaching  in  Urban  Centers  is  planned  to  provide  a  spe- 
cialized experience  for  students  desiring  to  teach  in  inner  city  schools. 
Students  taking  the  course  should  have  already  completed  student  teach- 
ing requirements  at  the  undergraduate  level  as  well. 

Aspects  of  urban  education  to  be  emphasized  in  this  program  will 
include  the  physical  characteristics  of  the  community,  background  and 
aspirations  of  its  children  and  youth  as  well  as  specialized  teaching  com- 
petencies— classroom  management,  planning,  instructional  materials, 
teaching  strategies  and  evaluation. 

Schools  selected  for  this  student  teaching  experience  are  located  in 
Pittsburgh.  Records  of  comprehensive  experiences  in  urban  areas  are 
taken  into  consideration  in  making  student  teaching  assignments.  Such 
assignment  will  be  dependent  on  the  results  of  a  personal  interview. 

The  course  Orientation  to  Teaching  in  Urban  Centers  is  designed  to 
give   students  an   understanding   of  children  and  youth   in   urban  centers 
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where  specialized  knowledge  of  learning  and  behavior  problems  is  re- 
quired with  emphasis  on  developing  an  understanding  of  the  special 
needs  of  the  disadvantaged  child  and  how  the  origin  of  attitudes  and 
values  affects  the  relationship  which  exists  between  students  and  teach- 
ers. 

Special  attention  will  also  be  given  to  the  practical  application  of 
theoretical  information  for  the  purpose  of  demonstrating  how  this  infor- 
mation relates  to  the  problems  of  urban  education. 

The  course  in  Interpreting  Urban  Teaching  Experiences  is  to  study  and 
evaluate  learning  and  behavior  problems  encountered  during  the  previ- 
ous student  teaching  experience  in  urban  schools. 

A  flexible  approach  will  be  stressed  to  encourage  a  wide  range  of  in- 
vestigation and  exploration  of  psychological  and  sociological  problems 
as  they  affect  education. 

Supervision  and  guidance  for  investigating  specific  problems  will  be 
provided  by  specialists  from  the  fields  of  psychology,  sociology  and  edu- 
cation. These  specialists  will  function  as  resource  personnel,  providing 
direction  which  will  enable  students  to  combine  experiences  gained  by 
teaching  in  urban  schools  with  recent  and  pertinent  theoretical  infor- 
mation. 

Graduate  Program  in  Biology 
Recently  Initiated  at  I  UP 

f  A  graduate  program  leading  to  the  degree  of  master  of  science  in 
biology  has  recently  been  initiated  at  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania 
through  its  Graduate  School. 

Course  requirements  call  for  the  degree  candidate  to  select  18  hours 
from  a  core  area  which  includes  courses  in  instrumentation,  morphology, 
physiology  and  ecology  as  well  as  another  dozen  from  those  offered  in 
general  biology,  botany,  zoology  and  microbiology. 

Further,  each  candidate  must  complete  a  research  thesis  on  an  original 
topic  of  investigation  and,  after  it  has  been  accepted  in  final  written 
form,  present  it  as  part  of  a  public  seminar  covering  the  major  areas  of 
his  research. 

Comprehensive  examinations  will  be  administered  to  all  candidates. 
These  comprehensives  will  cover  four  different  subject  matter  fields — 
physiology,  molecular  biology  and  theoretical  biology;  morphology,  in- 
cluding histology  and  gross  anatomy,  and  developmental  anatomy. 

Ecology,  systematics,  genetics  and  evolution,-  and  general  information 
on  the  history,  philosophy  and  literature  of  biology.  Candidates  must  be 
in  residence  at  the  university  for  at  least  seven  consecutive  months  of 
fulltime  work  or  its  equivalent. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  this  master  of  science  degree  program 
should  have  completed  a  year  each  of  study  in  inorganic  chemistry,  or- 
ganic chemistry,  physics  and  mathematics  as  part  of  their  undergraduate 
work  or  will  be  required  to  complete  comparable  courses  in  these  fields 
carrying  no  graduate  credit. 
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Board  of  Trustees  Appoints  Lenglet 
Director  of  University  Development 


Isadore  R.  Lenglet,  Director  of  Planning  for  Indiana  County  since  1961, 
will  become  Director  of  University  Development  at  Indiana  University  of 
Pennsylvania  effective  September  1,  1969. 

Lenglet,  v/ho  v/ill  hold  the  faculty  rank  of  associate  professor  in  his 
nev/  position,  has  taught  at  Indiana  University  on  a  part-time  basis  for 
the  past  six  years  as  a  member  of  the  Department  of  Geography  faculty. 
He  has  instructed  courses  in  urban  and  regional  planning  in  that  capac- 
ity. 

Dr.  Charles  D.  Leach,  v/ho  has  been  Director  of  University  Development 
for  the  past  four  years  since  1965,  v/ill  return  to  the  classroom  fuiltime  as 
a  member  of  the  Department  of  Educational  Psychology  faculty,  also  ef- 
fective September  1 . 

The  Director  of  University  Development  is  in  direct  charge  of  plans  for 
the  development  of  the  physical  plant  of  the  university.  In  this,  he  con- 
ducts long  range  planning  as  well  as  a  continuing  survey  of  all  present 
facilities  of  the  university  to  determine  their  adequacy. 

The  Director  coordinates  planning  and  design  of  all  particular  physical 
facilities — new  buildings,  renovations  and  so  forth — from  the  develop- 
ment of  their  scope  through  the  preparation  of  final  specifications  and 
construction  drawings. 

The  Division  of  Development  Affairs,  under  the  Director,  is  further  in 
charge  of  the  conduct  of  institutional  research  and  the  coordination  of 
faculty  research  and  processes  all  proposals  for  such  research.  This  office 
shares  a  major  responsibility  for  dealing  with  the  state  and  federal  gov- 
ernment in  various  ways. 

In  his  position  with  the  county,  Lenglet  has  been  directly  responsible 
for  supervising  staff  and  consultants  in  preparing  comprehensive  plans 
for  the  growth  and  development  of  Indiana  County. 

Included  in  this  have  been  plans  for  future  land  use,  highways,  public 
recreation,  public  utilities  and  community  facilities  including  public  build- 
ings. 

Lenglet  has  also  served  for  a  year  and  a  half  as  executive  director  of 
the  Indiana  County  Redevelopment  Authority,  responsible  for  presenting 
its  planning  program  to  the  general  public  as  well  as  to  her  public  and 
private  agencies. 

Courses  taught  by  Lenglet  at  the  university  have  been  concerned  with 
analyzing  the  origin  and  growth  of  cities  from  their  beginnings  to  present 
urban  planning  practices  as  well  as  with  urban  design  including  site 
planning  of  buildings  and  provision  for  utilities. 

Prior  to  coming  to  Indiana,  Lenglet  had  been  Assistant  Regional  Super- 
visor of  Planning  for  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Commerce  in  Har- 
risburg  two  years  and  an  assistant  planner  with  the  Allegheny  County 
Planning  Commission  of  Pittsburgh,  also  for  two  years. 
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In  Harrisburg  he  assisted  in  supervising  community  planning  programs 
in  16  different  counties  of  Western  Pennsylvania;  this  included  assisting 
in  the  creation  of  local  planning  commissions,  preparation  of  contracts 
and  supervision  of  consultants  preparing  community  planning  programs. 

In  Pittsburgh  Lenglet  was  a  member  of  a  team  of  planners  charged 
with  preparing  a  comprehensive  plan  for  Allegheny  County.  His  work 
included  special  studies  on  city  and  subdivision  design,  traffic  analysis, 
building  site  planning  and  park  and  utility  design  as  well  as  special 
studies  on  economy,  population  and  land  use. 

A  graduate  of  Patton  High  School  in  Cambria  County,  Lenglet  earned 
a  bachelor  of  science  degree  in  landscape  architecture  at  Pennsylvania 
State  University  and  a  master  of  urban  affairs  degree  in  urban  planning 
at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

Dr.  Leach  first  came  to  Indiana  nine  years  ago  in  1960  as  an  associate 
professor  of  education  and  psychology  and  Assistant  Director  of  Re- 
search. He  served  as  Director  of  Research  for  five  years  from  1961  to 
1966  and  has  held  professional  rank  since  1962. 


Lee  R.  Beaumont  Awarded  Doctorate 
By  University  of  Pittsburgh 

''Dr.  Lee  R.  Beaumont,  a  member  of  the  Department  of  Business  Edu- 
cation faculty  in  the  School  of  Business  at  Indiana  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, was  recently  awarded  the  degree  of  doctor  of  education  by  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh. 

Dr.  Beaumont's  doctoral  dissertation  was  an  experimental  study  in 
typewriting  entitled  "The  Effect  of  Balanced-Hand  Stroking  and  One- 
Hand  Stroking  Upon  the  Difficulty  of  Typewriting  Copy."  He  had  previ- 
ously earned  a  baccalaureate  degree  from  Bloomsburg  State  College  and 
master's  degree  from  Pitt.

Dr.  Beaumont  is  the  author  of  several  magazine  articles  and  will  be 
the  senior  author  of  a  text.  Typewriting  Speed  and  Control  Builders,  to 
be  published  in  1970  and  a  co-author  of  20th  Century  Typewriting,  Tenth 
Edition.

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More  than  1050  Graduates 
Awarded  Degrees  in  May 


Topping  the  1000  mark  for  the  first  time,  more  than  1050  graduates 
received  both  baccalaureate  and  graduate  degrees  from  Indiana  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  in  annual  spring  commencement  exercises  Sun- 
day, May  25,  1969. 

Delivering  the  principal  address  as  featured  speaker  at  the  commence- 
ment was  Dr.  Andrew  W.  Cordier,  Acting  President  of  Columbia  Univer- 
sity, who  spoke  on  "Cross  Currents  in  Higher  Education."  Past  Dean  of 
Columbia's  School  of  International  Affairs,  Dr.  Cordier  served  a  total  of 
16  years  with  the  United  Nations  (UN)  Secretariat,  at  one  time  attain- 
ing the  rank  of  Undersecretary. 

For  the  first  time  this  year  university  graduates  did  not  go  through  a 
commencement  line  to  receive  their  degrees  individually.  Actual  presen- 
tation of  degrees  came  at  departmental  receptions  sponsored  throughout 
campus  immediately  following  the  university-wide  commencement  cere- 
monies. 

Dr.  William  W.  Hassler,  President  of  the  university,  however,  formally 
conferred  all  degrees  of  the  commencement  exercises  en  masse,  and  six 
graduates  were  selected  to  accept  in  behalf  of  the  five  undergraduate 
schools  of  the  university  represented  in  the  graduating  class  at  this  par- 
ticular commencement  and  in  behalf  of  the  Graduate  School. 

The  six  graduates  were  Mark  Andrew  Smith  of  East  Brady  in  Clarion 
County,  for  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  himself  receiving  a  bachelor 
of  science  degree  in  mathematics;  Regina  Marie  Gregor  of  Irwin  in  West- 
moreland County,  School  of  Business,  bachelor  of  science  in  business 
management. 

Randall  V.  Drake  of  Mount  Union  in  Huntingdon  County,  School  of 
Education,  bachelor  of  science  in  education  in  mathematics;  Patricia  Lee 
Chovanes  of  Leechburg  in  Armstrong  County,  School  of  Fine  Arts,  bache- 
lor of  science  in  education  in  music  and  music  education. 

Marlene  Elizabeth  Sutter  of  Pittsburgh,  School  of  Home  Economics, 
bachelor  of  science  in  education  in  home  economics  education;  and 
Joseph  A.  Kloba  Jr.  of  Export  in  Westmoreland  County,  the  Graduate 
School,  master  of  education  in  counselor  education. 

Also  for  the  first  time  this  year,  the  University  Foundation  awarded 
two  selected  faculty  members  grants  in  recognition  of  their  outstanding 
teaching  and  distinguished  scholarship.  These  grants  represent  two  dif- 
ferent awards,  one  for  teaching  and  the  other  for  scholarship. 

Included  in  those  receiving  degrees  were  1006  undergraduates  who 
were  granted  various  baccalaureate  degrees  (791  bachelor  of  science  in 
education,  120  bachelor  of  arts  and  95  bachelor  of  science).  The  total 
of  1006  also  represented  the  first  time  that  undergraduate  degrees  have 
exceeded  1000. 
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Three  graduates  were  awarded  the  degree  of  bachelor  of  arts  in  the 
area  of  art  for  the  first  time.  They  were  Rose  Marie  Homer  of  Uniontown, 
Shirley  Ann  Sines  of  Irwin  in  Westmoreland  County  and  Kenneth  H. 
Thompson  of  Pittsburgh. 

Also  awarded  were  54  master  of  education  degrees  as  well  as  eight 
master  of  arts  degrees  and  four  master  of  science  degrees,  making  a 
total  of-1072  university  students  and  graduate  students  receiving  de- 
grees. 

Also  awarded  were  41  military  commissions  in  the  U.  S.  Army  as  sec- 
ond lieutenants,  representing  completion  of  the  four  year  Reserve  Officers 
Training  Corps  ( ROTC )  program.  Six  of  these  commissions  were  granted 
in  the  Regular  Army,  35  in  the  Army  Reserve.  U.  S.  Naval  Reserve  and 
U.  S.  Marine  Corps  Reserve  commissions  were  also  presented  on  the  oc- 
casion  of  commencement. 

Receiving  certificates  of  attendance  were  four  foreign  exchange  stu- 
dents who  have  attended  the  university  during  the  past  year.  They  were 
Mariolina  Baiocchi  of  Italy,  Dinorah  Davila  Jiminez  of  Mexico,  Ewa 
Christing  Jarperud  of  Sweden  and  Peter  Pui-tak  Yeh  of  Hong  Kong. 

One  foreign  student  received  a  four  year  degree  at  this  commence- 
ment. He  is  Matthew  B.  E.  Dingman  from  Bermuda,  who  earned  a  bache- 
lor of  arts  degree  in  the  social  sciences  with  an  emphasis  in  economics. 


Political  Science  Faculty  Member 
Awarded  Doctor  of  Philosophy  Degree 

Patrick  A.  Carone,  a  member  of  the  Department  of  Political  Science 
faculty  at  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  past  five  years  since 
1964,  recently  completed  all  requirements  for  the  doctor  of  philosophy 
degree  in  political  science  at  Duke  University  in  Durham,  North  Carolina. 

Carone  attended  Duke  through  a  Duke  University  Fellowship  and  while 
there  was  granted  a  Rankin  award  for  excellence  in  the  field  of  state 
and  local  government.  Toward  his  degree,  he  wrote  a  dissertation  en- 
titled "The  Governor  as  a  Legislator  in  West  Virginia." 

The  central  purposes  of  the  dissertation  were  to  describe  and  analyze 
the  relationship  that  has  existed  between  governor  and  legislature  in 
West  Virginia  since  1872  and  to  determine  whether  the  West  Virginia 
governor  has  been  able  in  that  period  to  provide  sufficient  leadership 
with  the  legislature  to  enable  him  to  be  regarded  as  a  legislative  leader. 

Carone  concluded  in  his  study  that,  although  the  West  Virginia  Con- 
stitution has  granted  the  governor  several  legislative  powers,  these  pow- 
ers alone  are  not  sufficient  to  enable  him  to  lead  the  legislature. 

His  study  demonstrates  the  widely  held  idea  that  a  governor  must  be  a 
leader  of  his  political  party  and  must  be  willing  to  employ  and  capable 
of  employing  a  variety  of  "extra-constitutional"  powers  if  he  is  to  per- 
form as  a  modern  legislature  leader. 

Prior  to  attaining  his  doctorate  at  Duke,  Carone  earned  bachelor  of 
arts  and  master  of  arts  degrees  in  political  science  at  West  Virginia  Uni- 
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versify  and  completed  a  year  of  graduate  study  in  comparative  govern- 
ment and  diplomatic  history  at  Columbia  University. 

While  at  Columbia  he  was  av/arded  Fulbright  and  Italian  Government 
grants  for  study  in  Italy  and,  as  a  result,  spent  a  year  at  the  University 
of  Rome  studying  Italian  government.  He  taught  at  West  Virginia,  Duke 
and  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  before  coming  to  Indiana. 

Carone  is  a  member  of  the  American,  Southern  and  West  Virginia  Po- 
litical Science  Associations  and  of  the  American  Association  of  University 
Professors  (AAUP)  and  during  the  1966  academic  year  took  part  in  the 
Regional  Council  for  International  Education's  Faculty  Institute  on  Africa. 

Louisville  Orchestra  Features 

Bernat's  "In  Memoriam:  John  F.  Kennedy" 

A  Latin-American  Festival  co-sponsored  by  the  City  of  Louisville  and 
the  Louisville  Orchestra  featured  lUP  composer  Robert  Bernat's  In  Memo- 
riam: John  F.  Kennedy  at  the  festival's  opening  concert  in  Louisville. 

Bernat's  composition  was  the  only  work  by  a  United  States  composer 
to  be  selected  for  the  concert  by  the  Louisville  Orchestra.  Also  included 
in  the  program  were  works  by  South  American  composers  and  perform- 
ances by  the  Jose  Limon  Dance  Company. 

William  Mootz,  music  critic  for  the  Louisville  Courier-Journal,  in  re- 
viewing the  concert,  wrote: 

"Robert  Bernat's  In  Memoriam:  John  F.  Kennedy  was  the  only  concert 
work  of  the  evening  that  had  real  musical  substance.  A  passacaglia  in 
form,  it  is  a  solemn,  compassionate,  grief-drenched  work  of  tremendous 
emotional  impact." 

Bernat  was  one  of  a  group  of  persons  from  the  artistic  and  diplomatic 
worlds  who  attended  the  festival  as  guests  of  the  city.  Others  included: 
Galo  Plaza,  Secretary-General  of  the  Organization  of  American  States; 
Roger  Stevens,  theatrical  producer  and  former  chairman  of  the  National 
Endowment  on  the  Arts;  Ecuadorian  artist,  Mario  Solis;  Guillermo  Espinsa, 
head  of  the  music  division  of  the  Pan  American  Union;  Mrs.  Polk  Guest, 
chairman  of  the  Friends  of  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Center  for  the  Perform- 
ing Arts;  Chilean  pianist,  Alfonso  Montecino;  Carlos  Montilla-Ortega, 
Ambassador  to  the  U.  S.  from  Ecuador;  and  dancer-choreographer,  Jose 
Limon. 

The  Festival's  opening  concert  was  recorded  by  Voice  of  America  for 
broadcast  to  the  countries  of  Latin  America.  Following  the  concert,  Har- 
old Boxer,  music  director  of  Voice  of  America,  conducted  a  tape-recorded 
interview  with  Bernat  which  was  included  in  the  broadcast. 

The  festival,  which  ran  from  April  8  to  16,  included  concerts,  recitals, 
films,  art  and  handicraft  exhibits,  lectures  and  symposia  centered  on  the 
arts  and  politics  of  Latin  America.  Co-chairmen  for  the  festival  were: 
Mrs.  John  Sherman  Cooper,  wife  of  the  senior  U.  S.  senator  from  Ken- 
tucky; Governor  and  Mrs.  Louis  B.  Nunn;  and  Mayor  and  Mrs.  Kenneth

Two  New  Opponents  Scheduled 
By  1969-70  Basketball  Squad 

Quinnipiac  College  of  Mount  Carmel,  Connecticut,  and  Hiram  Scott 
College  of  Scottsbluff,  Nebraska,  will  make  their  first  appearances  on 
the  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  basketball  schedule  for  the  1969- 
70  campaign  as  released  by  Charles  L.  Klausing,  university  athletic  di- 
rector. 

Both  teams  will  be  playing  on  the  Big  Indian  card  for  the  first  time, 
and  both  have  been  slated  as  part  of  the  four  team  Christmas  Tree  Tourn- 
ament field  set  in  Indiana  Monday  and  Tuesday,  December  29-30,  1969. 

Returning  to  the  slate  after  a  year's  absence  are  Steubenville  College 
of  Ohio  and  Bloomsburg  State  College.  Cheyney  State  College  returns 
after  a  two  year  absence  to  enter  the  Christmas  Tree  Tournament  along 
with  Quinnipiac,  Hiram  Scott  and  host  team  Indiana. 
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This  new  schedule  shows  a  tofal  of  13  home  contests  at  Memorial 
Field  House — including  the  fourth  annual  Christmas  Tree  Tournament — 
compared  with  11  contests  on  the  road.  Compared  with  13  home  and 
ten  away  dates  last  season,  this  means  that  the  Braves  will  play  one 
more  game  than  in  past  years. 

Returning  to  the  slate  will  be  Clarion  State,  Point  Park,  California 
State,  Westminster,  Geneva,  Edinboro  State,  Alliance,  Cleveland  State 
University  of  Ohio,  Shippensburg  State,  Slippery  Rock  State,  Juniata  and 
Saint  Vincent — playing  only  one  game  this  year  instead  of  two  as  in 
the  past. 

Missing  from  the  schedule  this  year  is  Waynesburg  College,  which 
cancels  out  a  five  year  basketball  relationship  between  the  two  schools, 
and  Kenyon  College  of  Ohio,  on  the  slate  only  last  year.  John  F.  Ken- 
nedy College,  v/hich  was  one  of  the  four  teams  in  last  year's  Christmas 
tournament,  will  also  not  appear  on  the  card. 


NSF  Summer  Conference  In  Math 
Sponsored  For  Secondary  Teachers 

Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  will  again  sponsor  a  Summer  Con- 
ference in  Mathematics  as  supported  by  the  National  Science  Foundation 
(NSF).  The  three  week  program  is  scheduled  for  July  8-August  2. 

Attending  the  conference  will  be  30  key  secondary  school  teachers, 
supervisors  and  curriculum  coordinators  who  expect  to  be  working  with 
in-service  mathematics  programs  for  elementary  school  personnel  in  the 
near  future. 

Its  content  is  intended  for  experienced  teachers,  supervisors  and  co- 
ordinators who  have  extensive  backgrounds  in  mathematics  and  who 
possess  the  leadership  potential  to  improve  the  elementary  school  mathe- 
matics programs  in  their  home  school  districts  throughout  the  country. 

This  three  week  conference,  set  at  Indiana  for  the  third  time,  is  not  to 
be  confused  with  a  six  week  Summer  Institute  in  Mathematics,  also  sup- 
ported by  the  NSF,  which  will  be  sponsored  at  Indiana  for  the  first  time 
this  year. 

Format  of  this  summer  conference  calls  for  an  extensive  use  of  special 
courses,  seminars,  classroom  observations  of  elementary  school  mathe- 
matics classes,  viewing  of  recently  produced  in-service  training  films  and 
addresses  by  distinguished  guest  speakers. 

Staffing  the  conference  for  the  university  will  be  Dr.  Willard  W.  Hen- 
nemann  Jr.,  director  of  the  program  and  a  member  of  the  Department 
of  Mathematics  faculty,  Edwin  W.  Bailey,  an  associate  professor  of  math- 
ematics at  Indiana,  and  Mildred  Reigh,  also  an  associate  professor  of 
mathematics. 

With  this  year's  program  similar  to  that  of  the  past  two  summers  and 
with  the  same  faculty  staffing  it,  all  conference  participants  will  again 
complete  two  two-credit  courses  on  the  graduate  level  and  a  non-credit 
seminar.  Both  courses  are  fully  recognized  Graduate  School  courses. 
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lUP  Chapter  of  Chemical  Society 
Among  Most  Outstanding  in  Nation 


According  to  word  recently  received  by  the  Department  of  Chemistry 
at  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania,  the  university's  chapter  of  the 
American  Chemical  Society  has  been  honored  as  among  the  62  most 
outstanding  campus  organizations  within  the  national  society. 

Each  year  the  Council  Committee  on  Chemical  Education  selects  for 
special  commendation  those  chapters  from  among  a  total  of  500  nation- 
ally which  have  compiled  outstanding  records  during  the  year.  This  is 
port  of  a  program  aimed  at  developing  attitudes  of  professionalism 
among  students  interested  in  chemistry  as  a  career. 

That  Indiana  should  be  so  selected  this  year  is  especially  noteworthy 
in  that  this  marks  the  second  consecutive  year  that  its  chapter  has  at- 
tained this  honor. 

Among  projects  which  the  Indiana  chapter  sponsored  this  past  year 
which  warranted  them  this  recognition  were  three  short  courses  in  the 
area  of  chemistry  to  which  were  invited  area  high  school  teachers,  stu- 
dents and  industrialists. 

r  These  short  courses  centered  on  The  Petrographic  Microscope  as  a 
Tool,  led  by  Frederick  Park  of  the  faculty,  X-Ray  Fluorescence  and  Dif- 
fraction, Dr.  Stanford  Tackett,  and  Gas  Chromatography,  Dr.  Robert 
Patsiga.  These  short  courses  are  believed  to  be  somewhat  unique  on  a 
national  level. 

The  chapter  also  sponsored  a  series  of  five  lectures  by  Dr.  Richard 
Kolaczkowski  of  the  faculty  on  quantum  chemistry  and  initiated  a  tutor- 
ing service  for  university  students  in  chemistry. 

For  monthly  meeting  programs  the  society  brought  five  different  chem- 
ists to  campus  to  speak  on  specific  areas  and  sponsored  a  trip  to  the 
Pittsburgh  Analytical  Section  conference.  A  joint  meeting  with  the  Biol- 
ogy Club  on  campus  was  also  sponsored,  and  a  chapter  newsletter  is 
being  published  regularly. 

Socially,  the  society  campus  chapter  took  the  responsibility  for  spon- 
soring a  second  annual  Weyandt  Hall  Birthday  Party.  This  past  Home- 
coming the  organization  again  constructed  a  parade  float  as  they  had  in 
the  past.  And  students  and  faculty  of  the  chemistry  department  staged 
a  Softball  game. 

Adviser  to  the  university's  American  Chemical  Society  is  Dr.  Ronald  L. 
Marks,  a  member  of  the  Department  of  Chemistry  faculty.  Current  presi- 
dent is  Ray  Tucker,  a  senior  from  Conemaugh  in  Cambria  County.  De- 
partment chairman  is  Dr.  Paul  R.  Wunz  Jr.  Glen  Westenberger  of 
McCreary  Tire  and  Rubber  in  Indiana  serves  as  professional  adviser  to 
the  group. 
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Post  Master  s  Level  Program 
To  Certify  School  Psychologists 

Designed  to  serve  those  desiring  to  become  public  school  psychologists 
in  Pennsylvania,  a  graduate  program  on  the  post-master's  level  leading 
to  certification  in  school  psychology  has  recently  been  announced  at  In- 
diana University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Students  v/ishing  to  enroll  in  this  program  must  have  already  earned 
a  master's  degree  in  counseling,  special  education,  elementary  educa- 
tion, psychology  or  related  fields.  They  must  also  have  been  granted  a 
certificate  to  teach. 

Minimum  requirements  for  the  program  call  for  24  credit  hours  to  be 
earned  while  the  student  is  enrolled  at  Indiana;  these  24  hours  include 
a  clinical  internship  of  12  hours,  six  of  which  must  be  with  school  age 
children,  with  45  clock  hours  considered  equivalent  to  a  credit  hour  of 
practicum. 

Certification  after  completion  of  24  hours  will  be  of  the  provisional 
type.  It  will  be  granted  after  demonstration  of  thorough  competency  in 
the  evaluation  of  human  characteristics,  methods  of  recording  evaluative 
information,  group  and  individual  therapeutic  techniques  and  related  ed- 
ucational practices. 

Permanent  certification  may  be  achieved  through  completion  of  18 
additional  hours  of  graduate  work  in  psychological  assessment,  counsel- 
ing and  reporting  and  related  areas  and  only  after  three  years  of  suc- 
cessful experience  as  a  school  psychologist  in  a  public  school.  An  educa- 
tional specialist's  certificate  in  school  psychology  may  be  earned  through 
six  additional  credits. 

This  certificate  program  in  school  psychology  is  interdisciplinary  in 
nature,  requiring  specific  courses  in  the  academic  Departments  of  Psy- 
chology, Educational  Psychology,  Special  Education  and  Counselor  Ed- 
ucation as  well  as  general  education  courses. 

The  curriculum  is  tailored  to  meet  individual  needs  in  terms  of  the 
background  and  skills  of  each  candidate,  as  there  is  no  single  approved 
or  preferred  route  of  entry  into  school  psychology. 

The  certificate  program  will  therefore,  as  examples,  adapt  differently 
to  the  education  major  with  several  years  of  teaching  experience  but  a 
light  psychological  background,  to  the  individual  with  experiences  and 
graduate  work  in  related  but  not  directly  applicable  fields. 

At  the  same  time,  certain  essential  courses  are  required.  They  include 
Statistical  Methods  I,  Advanced  Educational  Tests  and  Measurements,  In- 
troduction of  Educational  Specialists,  Individual  Psychometrics  and  Clini- 
cal Evaluation  l-lll.  Studies  in  Pupil  Adjustment  and  Psychology  of  the 
Exceptional  Child. 

Demand  for  this  program  is  seen  in  two  ways.  Traditionally  in  Penn- 
sylvania the  school  psychologist  function  has  been  performed  through 
the  county  office  of  education,  but  involving  such  a  large  number  of  stu-

dents  that  it  has  been  almost  impossible  for  the  needed  work  to  be  per- 
formed adequately. 

In  a  more  recent  vein,  there  has  been  an  increased  demand  from  the 
local  school  districts  across  the  state  for  trained  school  psychologists.  To 
meet  these  needs,  both  undergraduate  and  graduate  students,  among 
them  those  at  Indiana,  have  been  looking  toward  careers  in  school  psy- 
chology. 

At  present  Indiana  University  has  been  offering  degrees  in  three  areas 
— psychology  on  the  undergraduate  level,  counseling  education  and 
special  education  on  the  graduate — that  might  logically  extend  to  the 
post-master's  program  in  school  psychology.  Therefore,  this  new  program 
reflects  more  of  a  strengthening  and  extension  of  present  programs  than 
the  innovation  of  new. 

Graduate  Program  in  Elementary  Math 
To  Be  Offered  In  September 

Leading  to  the  degree  of  master  of  education  in  elementary  mathe- 
matics, a  graduate  degree  program  in  that  subject  area  will  be  offered 
by  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  through  its  Graduate  School  and 
Department  of  Mathematics  starting  in  September. 

Designed  to  give  elementary  teachers  both  depth  and  breadth  in 
mathematical  concepts  essential  to  a  contemporary  school  mathematics 
ppgram,  this  program  will  prepare  the  student  to  work  as  an  elementary 
(kindergarten  through  eighth  grade)  resource  person  within  his  school 
or  school  district. 

Course  sequences  are  planned  both  for  students  who  have  previously 
completed  a  concentration  in  elementary  mathematics  as  undergraduates 
at  Indiana  and  for  those  who  have  not.  Courses  to  be  offered  as  part  of 
this  program  have  been  specifically  tailored  for  it;  they  are  not  intended 
for  students  enrolled  in  existing  master  of  science  or  master  of  education 
programs. 

Upon  admission  to  this  program,  each  student  will  meet  with  his  fac- 
ulty adviser  to  plan  a  program  which  is  best  suited  to  both  his  back- 
ground and  professional  aspirations.  Students  with  an  undergraduate 
background  in  the  subject  will  begin  their  studies  with  Foundations  of 
Algebra  II,  followed  by  Principles  of  Geometry  II  and  Coordinate  Geom- 
etry and  Trigonometry  II. 

Those  not  so  prepared  will  probably  find  Basic  Concepts  in  Mathe- 
matics I  and  II,  Foundations  of  Algebra  I,  Principles  of  Geometry  I  and 
Coordinate  Geometry  and  Trigonometry  I  most  helpful.  All  students 
should  schedule  the  course  Elements  of  Research  early  in  their  program 
of  study. 

The  total  degree  program  calls  for  at  least  14  credits  of  work  in  the 
subject  matter  concentration  area,  four  in  related  areas  of  elementary 
science,  chemistry  and  physics,  four  to  eight  in  professional  studies  and 
two  in  either  the  historical,  philosophical  or  social  foundations  of  educa- 
tion, 
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lUPs  Department  of  Criminology 
Sponsors  Two  Summer  Institutes 


Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania's  Department  of  Criminology, 
through  the  university's  School  of  Continuing  Education,  recently  re- 
ceived approval  for  sponsoring  tv^/o  six  week  institutes,  one  on  Police- 
Community  Relations  and  the  other  on  Criminal  Investigation  and  Crime 
Prevention. 

Both  institutes  will  be  subsidized  by  a  federal  grant  under  Title  I  of 
the  Higher  Education  Act  of  1965  as  community  services  and  continuing 
education  programs.  That  part  of  the  funding  provided  by  the  federal 
government  will  be  matched  by  lUP. 

Subsidized  to  the  extent  of  $5033,  the  Police-Community  Relations  In- 
stitute will  be  directed  by  Harry  W.  More,  chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Criminology.  Carrying  a  $4160  subsidy,  the  Criminal  Investigation 
and  Crime  Prevention  Institute  will  be  directed  by  John  G.  Melleky  of 
the  department  faculty. 

Both  institutes  will  be  conducted  as  six  sessions,  one  per  week,  each 
five  hours  in  length.  Police-Community  Re'ations  will  be  open  to  50  police 
personnel  participants  from  Western  Pennsylvania.  Criminal  Investigation 
and  Crime  Prevention  will  be  open  to  40  participants  from  throughout 
the  state. 

It  will  be  the  goal  of  this  Police-Community  Relations  Institute  to  in- 
struct and  train  lav/  enforcement  officers  in  (  1  )  the  necessity  of  adapting 
to  rapid  change  that  is  taking  place  in  our  society  today. 

(2)  The  need  for  creating  a  community  relations  program  that  perme- 
ates every  aspect  of  police  work.  This  includes  selection,  training,  de- 
ployment and  promotion  of  personnel;  it  also  includes  the  execution  of 
field  procedures,  policy  making  and  planning,  enforcement  of  depart- 
mental discipline  and  the  handling  of  citizens'  complaints. 

(3)  The  underlying  factors  contributing  to  prejudice  or  discrimination 
on  the  part  of  police  oflRcers  when  dealing  with  citizens;  (4)  the  creation 
of  formal  machinery  within  police  departments  for  the  investigation  of 
complaints  against  police  activity  or  employees;  (5)  the  development 
of  guidelines  for  police  action  governing  ways  in  which  they  exercise 
their  discretion. 

(6)  The  development  of  policies  covering  such  matters  as  the  giving 
of  orders  to  citizens  regarding  their  movements  or  activities,  handling  of 
minor  disputes,  safeguarding  the  rights  of  free  speech  and  free  assembly, 
selection  and  use  of  investigative  methods  and  the  decision  whether  or 
not  to  arrest  in  specific  situations  involving  specific  crimes. 

Instruction  will  be  presented  by  experts  in  community  relations,  police 
officials  and  members  of  the  academic  community;  a  representative  plan- 
ning committee  will  be  organized  for  the  purpose  of  determining  specific 
topics  to  be  covered  in  the  institute,  with  the  cooperation  and  assistance 
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of  such  groups  as  the  Education  Committee  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania 
Chiefs  of  Police  Association,  the  National  Conference  of  Christians  and 
Jews,  its  own  Advisory  Council  and  numerous  chiefs  of  police  of  Western 
Pennsylvania  in  presenting  this  program. 

The  often  said  statement  that  a  criminal  case  is  won  or  lost  at  the 
scene  of  -the  crime  provides  the  inspiration  for  the  sponsoring  of  the 
Criminal  Investigation  and  Crime  Prevention  Institute. 

Law  enforcement  officers  are  aware  that  the  detection,  apprehension 
of  the  criminal  and  production  of  evidence  against  him  has  long  ceased 
to  be  a  matter  capable  of  being  handled  by  the  untrained  and  unskilled 
criminal   investigator. 

The  quality  of  work  at  this  initial  important  stage  can  never  be  too 
thorough,  exhaustive  or  complete;  therefore,  the  law  enforcement  officer 
must  be  taught  and  trained  in  the  proper  techniques  and  methods  of  col- 
lecting evidence  and  assembling  facts  that  will  ultimately  bring  the  crim- 
inal to  trial. 

It  is  the  objective  of  this  institute  then  to  provide  specialized  training 
in  methods  and  techniques  of  criminal  investigation,  that  is,  what  to  do, 
what  can  be  done,  what  to  look  for,  how  to  secure  all  available  physical 
evidence  and  what  possible  defenses  to  guard  against  in  securing  evi- 
dence. 

Particular  topics  to  be  covered  in  the  institute  will  include  legal  and 
scientific  methods  of  crime  prevention,  detection  and  suppression,  meth- 
ods of  improving  and,  tieing  in  with  the  other  approved  institute,  police- 
community  relations. 

Cooperating  in  this  institute  will  be  chiefs  of  police,  district  attorneys 
and  the  Pennsylvania  State  Police.  Lecturers  for  institute  sessions,  in  which 
as  much  practical  work  as  possible  will  also  be  done,  will  be  drawn  from 
among  such   personnel. 


Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania 
Appears  on  NBC's  "Ge  College  Bowl

Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  recently  appeared  on  the  "GE  Col- 
lege Bowl"  program  televised  nationally  by  the  National  Broadcasting 
Company  (NBC)   Sunday,  May  11,  1969. 

Indiana  was  represented  by  a  team  of  four  students  competing  against 
Lehigh  University.  The  appearance  on  the  May  1  1  date  had  been  con- 
tingent upon  Davidson  College  of  North  Carolina  winning  five  straight 
weeks  on  the  program,  which  it  did  by  defeating  Dillard  University  Sun- 
day, April   27. 

The  lUP  College  Bowl  team  included  captain  Michael  Horwath,  a  jun- 
ior from  Bethlehem;  Catherine  Leonard,  a  freshman  from  Cherry  in  Indi- 
ana County;  Ronald  Gross,  a  junior  from  Somerset;  and  Edith  George,  a 
junior  from  Creekside  in  Indiana  County. 

Selected  as  alternate  was  Charles  Ball,  a  junior  from  Colver  in  Cambria 
County.  All  five  made  the  trip  to  New  York  as  guests  of  General  Electric 
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(GE),  which  sponsors  the  "College  Bowl"  program.  These  five  students 
were  selected  to  the  team  as  a  result  of  intensive  written  and  oral  ex- 
aminations covering  a  wide  variety  of  subjects. 

"GE  College  Bowl"  is  a  contest  of  knowledge  and  quick  recall  of  in- 
formation pertaining  to  the  liberal  arts. 

Correct  answers  to  the  moderator's  questions  earn  a  specified  number 
of  points  for  each  team,  and  the  team  that  has  garnered  the  greater 
number  of  points  by  the  end  of  the  program  is  declared  the  winner. 

A  winning  team  each  week  earns  the  right  to  defend  against  the  next 
challenger  until  it  reaches  a  maximum  of  five  wins.  Three  Pennsylvania 
schools — Dickinson  College,  Drexel  Institute  of  Technology  and  Lafayette 
College — have  over  the  past  years  achieved  that  pinnacle. 

Each  weekly  win  gains  for  the  college  or  university  a  total  scholarship 
grant  of  $3000  as  financed  by  General  Electric  (GE)  and  Seventeen 
magazine,  with  a  five  week  potential  of  as  much  as  $19,500  existing. 
Even  if  a  team  looses  its  first  competition,  which  Indiana  did  to  Lehigh, 
the  school  still  receives  $1000  for  scholarships.  This  program  has  re- 
sulted in  a  total  award  of  some  $1  million  over  the  years. 

"GE  College  Bowl"  was  first  broadcast  on  radio  in  1953  and  then  on 
television  in  1959.  The  program  is  a  past  winner  of  the  George  Foster 
Peabody  Award  as  the  outstanding  television  youth  program. 


1969-70  lUP  Football  Slate 
Adds  Delaware  State  College 

Although  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  will  not  meet  Delaware 
State  College  in  football  next  season  after  fulfilling  a  two  year  contract 
with  the  Hornets,  the  remainder  of  the  1969  grid  slate  as  released  by 
athletic  director  Charles  L.  Klausing  will  remain  the  same  as  in   1968. 

This  means  that  the  Big  Indians  will  play  only  an  eight  game  card, 
one  less  than  the  nine  of  past  years,  this  for  the  first  time  since  1962, 
and  that  the  Braves  will  get  underway  a  week  later  than  usual.  The 
1969  opener  will  come  at  Northwood  Institute  of  Michigan  Saturday, 
September  20. 

There  is  a  slight  possibility,  however,  that  this  could  be  amended,  as 
Klausing  has  listed  both  the  date  vacated  by  Delaware  State,  Saturday, 
September  13,  and  the  mid-November  date  of  Saturday,  November  15, 
as  "tentatively  open"  and  states  that  he  would  still  be  agreeable  to 
adding  an  opponent  on  either  date. 

The  schedule  shows  a  total  of  five  contests  to  be  played  at  George  P. 
Miller  Stadium  in  Indiana  including  the  traditional  Homecoming  game 
Saturday,  October  18,  against  Clarion  State.  Other  home  games  will  be 
played  against  Shippensburg  State,  Edinboro  State,  California  State  and 
C.  W.  Post,  the  latter  for  the  first  time  after  the  Braves  have  traveled 
there  two  years. 

All   home  contests,  with  the  exception  of  the  Homecoming  attraction 
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which  will  again  get  underway  at  its  traditional  2:45  starting  time,  will 
again  this  year  be  played  at  1  :30. 

After  opening  in  Midland,  Michigan,  against  Northwood,  the  Big  In- 
dians will  play  only  three  contests  on  the  road  altogether.  The  team  will 
travel  to  Brockport,  New  York,  to  play  the  State  University  of  New  York 
College  aT  Brockport  and  to  California  to  play  California  State. 

Hopes  are  high  that  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  will  match  its 
1968  performance,  which  will  be  quite  a  feat,  when  the  Maroon  and 
Slate  ran  through  its  nine  regular  season  opponents  undefeated  for  the 
best  campaign  in  history,  advanced  to  the  Boardwalk  Bowl  in  Atlantic 
City,  New  Jersey,  and  came  within  seconds  of  upsetting  the  highly  fav- 
ored University  of  Delaware. 


State  Civil  Defense  Officials 
Attend  Groundbreaking  Ceremonies 


Richard  Gerstell,  State  Director  of  Civil  Defense  for  the  state  of  Penn- 
sylvania, accompanied  by  two  other  officials  of  the  State  Council  of  Civil 
Defense  attended  groundbreaking  for  a  new  Western  Area  Emergency 
Of)erations  Center  at  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  April  17,  1969. 

Attending  with  Gerstell  were  Craig  A.  Williamson,  state  Operations 
Officer,  and  John  T.  Shaw,  Western  Area  Director  (Acting),  who  will 
head  up  the  operations  in  Indiana.  The  three  state  officials  met  with  Dr. 
William  W.  Hassler,  President  of  the  university,  and  Dr.  Charles  D.  Leach, 
Director  of  University  Development. 

Although  not  a  part  of  the  university  campus  as  such,  the  new  Emer- 
gency Operations  Center  will  be  situated  underground  in  the  court- 
yard of  the  new  men's  dormitory  complex  now  under  construction  at 
Maple  and  Eleventh  Streets  in  Indiana.  Construction  officially  began 
Friday,  April   1  8. 

Replacing  present  operations  in  Butler,  this  structure  will  serve  as  the 
center  for  administration  and  communications  for  Civil  Defense  disaster 
reaction  throughout  a  23  county  area  of  Western  and  Central  Pennsyl- 
vania, known  officially  as  the  Western  Area. 

Capable  of  accommodating  approximately  85  emergency  workers,  it 
will  house  the  warning,  communications  and  other  equipment  essential 
to  react  not  only  to  enemy  attack,  as  is  popularly  associated  with  Civil 
Defense,  but  for  windstorm,  flood,  fire  or  any  other  occurrence  that 
would  curtail  normal  activities  in  the  23  county  area. 

The  Western  Area  Includes  the  counties  of  Allegheny,  Armstrong, 
Beaver,  Butler,  Cameron,  Clarion,  Clearfield,  Crawford,  Elk,  Erie,  Fayette, 
Forest,  Greene,  Indiana,  Jefferson,  Lawrence,  McKean,  Mercer,  Potter, 
Venango,  Warren,  Washington  and  Westmoreland. 
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1968-69  Basketball  Team 
Posts  Outstanding  Record 


Although  its  67-64  loss  in  the  District  18  NAIA  playoffs  to  Westminster 
brought  its  1968-69  campaign  to  a  heartbreaking  and  abrupt  halt,  there 
is  little  doubt  that  the  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  basketball 
team  had  one  of  its  greatest  seasons  ever  this  year. 

In  posting  an  outstanding  record  of  22  wins  and  tv/o  defeats,  the 
Tribe  ran  off  a  string  of  21  consecutive  triumphs.  Included  in  the  winning 
skein  were  impressive  victories  over  solid  opponents  such  as  Kenyon  95- 
76,  Westminster  63-54,  Edinboro  89-67  and  Grove  City  85-65. 

Over  the  Christmas  holidays,  the  Big  Indians  easily  wrapped  up  their 
second  consecutive  Indiana  Christmas  Tree  Tournament  championship, 
walloping  Clarion  112-62  in  the  first  round  and  smashing  Point  Park 
86-38  in  the  championship  game. 

Coach  Herm  Sledzik's  charges  seemed  to  reach  their  peak  in  the  20th 
contest  of  the  season,  which  was  the  big  win  over  Grove  City.  After  that 
affair,  the  Big  Indians  just  couldn't  appear  to  recapture  the  formula  that 
had  led  them  so  impressively  up  to  that  point. 

First  came  a  mediocre  performance  in  a  71-56  win  over  Saint  Vincent, 
then  the  Tribe  suffered  its  first  setback  of  the  year  in  overtime  at  Cleve- 
land State  University  81-76.  However,  lUP  bounced  right  back  to  close 
out  its  regular  season  with  an  81-75  win  at  Edinboro,  and  hopes  were 
high  in  the  Big  Indian  camp  for  a  trip  to  the  NAIA  nationals  in  Kansas 
City. 

Despite  a  herculean  effort  of  29  points,  which  included  12  of  15  from 
the  floor  and  five  for  five  at  the  charity  stripe  by  Dave  Smith,  the  West- 
minster Titans  knocked  off  the  Tribe  in  a  67-64  thriller,  as  for  the  second 
year  in  a  row  the  Titans  ended  a  season-long  dream  for  Indiana.  West- 
minster, who  topped  lUP  66-59  in  the  first  round  of  the  District  playoffs 
last  year,  lost  to  Gannon  68-61  in  the  championship  game. 

Garry  Lupek,  who  has  been  Mr.  Clutch  for  Indiana  in  his  three  seasons 
of  varsity  competition,  finished  his  career  at  lUP  with  1358  points  to  rank 
third  on  the  all  time  Indiana  scoring  list. 

The  6-6  Conemaugh  great  led  the  team  this  season  in  both  scoring 
and  rebounding  with  averages  of  18.5  and  12.1  in  the  respective  cate- 
gories. He  was  the  number  one  votegetver  in  attaining  All-District  status 
for  the  second  consecutive  year  and  received  honorable  mention  in  bal- 
loting for  the  All-Pennsylvania  small  college  team. 

The  sight  of  Lupek  taking  a  pass  from  guards  Mont  Mattocks  or  Jim 
DeMark  and  popping  in  one  of  his  fallaway  jump  shots  from  the  foul 
line  will  be  sorely  missed  in  the  Indiana  basketball  picture  next  season. 

Shannock  Valley's  Les  Shoop,  who  shot  the  eyes  out  of  the  hoop  for 
four  years  at  Indiana,  also  departs  this  year.  Shoop,  who  averaged  9.2 
ppg.  this  season,  holds  down  the  number  five  slot  on  the  all  time  Indi- 
ana point  list  with  991    points,  an  average  of  1  1 .0  in  90  varsity  contests. 
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6-2  Dave  Smith,  a  valuable  addition  to  the  team  this  season  after 
transferring  from  Waynesburg,  finished  with  averages  of  14.5  points  and 
11.3  rebounds  per  game.  Although  a  senior,  the  leaper  from  Boys  High 
School  in  Brooklyn  still  has  athletic  eligibility  left  at  Indiana. 

The  Tribe's  brilliant  backcourt  tandem  of  Mattocks  and  DeMark  v/]\\ 
return  next  season  as  both  are  currently  juniors.  Mattocks,  a  native  of 
Mercer,  led  the  team  in  assists  v/ith  128  (5.3  per  game),  v/hile  DeMark 
of  Wampum  dealt  out  101    (  4.2  per  game  ) . 

Also  back  next  year  will  be  6-5  Lee  McCullough  of  Dayton,  who  av- 
eraged 11.4  points  and  8.0  rebounds  this  year  as  a  sophomore,  shooters 
Bill  Donnelly  (6.1  ppg.)  of  Ellwood  City  and  Dave  Erney  of  New  Cum- 
berland, and  hustling  guards  Mike  Walendziewicz  of  Swissvale,  Tom 
Rusnica  of  Shannock  Valley  and  Gary  Gruseck  of  Pittsburgh. 

With  the  excellent  coaching  of  Sledzik,  named  the  District  18  coach 
of  the  year  for  the  second  straight  season,  and  his  valuable  assistants 
Tony  Bernard!  and  Wally  Stapleton  plus  an  influx  of  top  notch  freshman 
hoopsters,  the  Big  Indians  should  certainly  be  in  the  thick  of  the  battle 
for  that  Kansas  City  trip  once  again  next  year. 


Former  I  UP  Faculty  Members

Three  former  lUP  faculty  members  were  recently  taken  by  death. 
They  are:  Miss  Laura  B.  Duncan,  Mr.  Wilber  Emmert,  and  Mr.  John  A. 
Ghrist. 

Miss  Duncan,  who  attended  Indiana  in  1913  and  earned  her  Bach- 
elor of  Science  degree  here  in  1932,  and  her  Masters  Degree  at  Colum- 
bia University,  passed  away  on  May  5,  1969.  A  retired  teacher  and  a 
resident  of  Indiana  prior  to  her  death.  Miss  Duncan  had  taught  in  the 
Indiana  Area  School  System  and  the  Jeannette  High  School,  as  well  as  at 
Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Mr.  Emmert,  who  had  been  associated  with  Indiana  University  of 
Pennsylvania  for  a  great  many  years,  died  in  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin  on 
May  18,  1969.  He  first  came  to  Indiana  as  head  of  the  then  Indiana 
State  Teachers  College  Science  Department.  In  1949  he  established  the 
Indiana  Film  Service  which  became  one  of  the  largest  in  the  nation.  He 
was  also  very  active  in  a  number  of  civic  organizations.
